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Noanswer is made to these exhibitions of the 
fall of general prices since 1872-70 except the 
shallow and deceptive one of selecting here and 
there some isolated article which may have risen 
in price during that period from peculiar causes, 
on some isolated article which may have risen in 
price during a part of that period, such as wheat 
during tire first part of 1877, from the breaking out 
of the Russo-Turkish war, or the rise in raw Ik.

of cro in lead eilk- ucing countries. 
Few will be — 2 of that 
kind except those who wish to be de- 
ceived. The broad general fact, that within five 
years the general prices of commodities have fallen 
more than has the gold ce of silver during the 
same period is writven all over the market quota- 
tions of every part of the world, ana is known to 
everybody in the current experience of life. 

The inevitable consequences of arise in the 
value of money. or in other words of generally 
falling prices, are stagnation of industry, de- 
creased amount of employment, and shrunken 
wages. The laxuries of the rich and the comforts 
of the middle classes are at such times largely cur- 
tailed, and im many instances cut off altogether, 
but the wage classes, even when they earn more 
than the needs of subdsietence, rarely induige in 
superfinities or extra ce in living. For the 
purpose of getting ahe in the world they pine hb 
and save and live in the most frugal manner con- 
sistent with health and strength. 

Hence during a period of falling prices the de- 
red the 
least, and the demand for tnings not in exigent 
requisition is impaired the most. Changes in the 
prices of necessaries and luxuries, respectively, 
must be in correspondence with the changes in tae 
demand for them. A constantly increasing pro- 
portion of the aggregate earnings of labor and 
capital must be aupropriated to the actual necessi- 


ties of subsistence, and consequentiy the fall in 


their prices will be the least. 

The gate of wages will be largely reduced 
because there will be no incentive. to the employ- 
ment of labor oeyond that decreasing amount ro- 
quired to produce the necessaries of life and to 
roduce also such a supply of comforts and 
uxuries as will suffice for the few who may still de 
adle to indulge in them; the profits of both 
these kinds of production will de reduced 
to the lowest point consistent with their 
being maintained at all. It is easy to perceive that 
a long-continued rise in the value of money and 
fall in general prices would destroy all credit, and 
the resulting sufferings of the people would finaily 
drive them to seek relief in a direct exchange of 
commodities. Tae price of the raw material which 
enters into all kinds of manufacture falls in a 
greater ratio than do the necessaries of life, be- 
cause the manufactured article can be dispensed 
with, while the coarse tood essential to the ex- 
istence of the laborer is indispensable. 

The wage classes lose half their accustomed 
earnings through n reduction of their wages, and 
more especially through unsteady employment and 
lack of employment aitogether. Thie is not com- 
pensated by a corresponding fall in the prices of 
what feeds them. On the other hand such consam- 
ers of inxuries as are stillase to command them 
find a large offset to the diminution of their in- 
comes in the very great fall in the pricee of what 
they buy. 
In respect to real estate, nothing is salable ex- 
cept what is acimally and immediately wanted. 
Houses te the extent that occupants are ready to 
pay rent for them, and stores and warehouses 
within the limite of the restricted and still- 
diminishing demand, will command a price, al- 
thougha low one. But with the spirit of enter- 
prise crushed out as it is now, by the striking down 
at a blow of one-half of the metallic currency of 
the world, by the absolute shrinkage in this coun- 
try of accepted paper currencies, and by the still 
greater shrinkage of such currencies relatively to 
ativancing population and commerce, property 
having merely prospective value has ceased 
to de regarded a8 property at all. 
It is wholly enavailable, and when forced 
to the auction- block sells for little more than the 
value of the ron which the conveyances of it 
are written. Unimproved lots in growing cities, 
undeveloped mines and water-peowers, buildings 
for the moment anoccupied, agricultural lands be- 
yond the immediate demand, are al) in this cate- 
gory. Unless under exceptionable conditions, 
they are entirely unavaiiable as security for loans. 

Money is the oxygen of ery ye and when, 
through a decrease in quantity, it is rising in value. 
commerce and industry become asphyxiated. The 
business of the world is now writhing and stifling 
under the exhausted receiver of a standard ehrink- 
age and shrunkes to gold alone. 

Savings-banks, trust companies, and insurance 
companies are tumbling into ruin every dav in ail 
parts of the country. In the great majority of 
cases the real-estate securities, now sinking in 
value on their hands, were judiciously selected. 
Their mortgages are weak, not because they were 
dishonestiy or unwisely taken, but because prices 
have been struck down by legislation impossible 
to have been foreseenand guarded against. The 
condition existing everywhere is faithfully describ- 
ed in the following language of the Bank and In- 
surance Commissioner of Maine. Reporting Jan. 
2. 1878, upon a large savings bank in Bangor, 
which was being pressed by its depositors, he said: 

Depositors must be aware that a forced sale of the 
assets, especially real estate, at this time, when de- 
pression rests so heavily upon this class of property, 
would result injuriousiy to their interest. and induce 
additional and neediess loss. No one can place his real 
estate upon the market at the present and get m 
above one-half of its actual value. 

Mr. A. J. Warner, of Onio, in a collection of 
able essays lately published, predicts that, if the 

old policy is persisted in, prices of property will 

all to one-third of the valuation of 1874, and in 
reference to present prices adds: 

No small part of the property of the country has 
already fallen to that level. and notably tools and ma- 
chinery designed for reproduction. 

The fall in real estate is hardly greater in cities 
where it has been tne subiect oi speculation, or in 
the newer and more heavily indebted sections of 
the country, than it ie in the most staid and 
wealthy regions, For example, the blue-graxs re- 
gions in Kentucky, where speculation in lands and 
mortgages upon lands are least known, have not 
escaped the general collapse. A recent number of 
the Lexington (Ky. ) Press says that at no time in 
twenty-five years has land in that section been so 
low, and that farms heretofore selling at from $100 
to $150 yer acre will not now command more than 
from $60 to „ 

From every city in the Union from Galveston to 
Bangor and from New York to San Francisco—we 
have but one report. Of San Francisco, where bnei- 
ness has always been done on a coin bas is. I can speak 
from personal knowledge. Outside property im all 
the cities has ceased to be a basis of credit, while 
inside property is dull of sale and has very largely 
decreased in price. 7 

The columns of the local newspapers are filled 
with notices of foreclosures of mo and of 
Sheriffe’ sales. More property is being sacrificed 
for taxes than was ever before known in the 
history of this country. 

The fail that bas taken place in the price of real 
estate under the menace aod approach of gold pay- 
ments ie not confined to the United States. 

Wherever the gold standard has been or is being 
established a similar depression prevails, 

The fall in the wages of labor, measured in gold. 
has extended to every part of the Western World. 
and over all leide of industry. It has been great- 
est, as always at periods of stagnation. in the 
wages of unskilled labor, but has been great in all 
employments. It is scarcely an exaggeration to 
Say that average wages, measured in gold, have 
fallen one-half since 1872-73. It is certainly no 
exaggeration to say that the receipts of the wage 
classes have diminished toa much greater extent 
if to the fallin wages are added losses from 
enforced idleness. The riicalar clases of em- 
ployes on the Baltimore & Ohio Raijroad who com- 
menced the disturbances of iast summer 
dia not complain so much of the reduction of their 
pay. They probably would not pave risen in 
riotous assemblage U their employment had been 
constant.: The number of days in the month they 
were unemployed was to them a much more griev- 
ous burden. This reduction of employment is not 
confined to railroads, but extends to every Indus- 
trial department. 

The most deplorable accounts of the condition of 
labor in England and Germany reaci: up constantly. 
In Berlin revolationary outbreaks have been kebt 
down ony by the bayonet and the breech-loader. 
In England large groups of re are on the 
verge of starvation, and that catastrophe has thus 
far been staved off oniy by straining the resources 
of public and private charity to the utmost,

ABLES. 
HIS SUDDEN DEATH YESTERDAY. 
Spectal Dispaic te The Chtcage Tribune. 

CarTuace, Mo., Feb. 15.—John T. Ables was 
hanged here this afternoon at twenty minutes 
past 2. The crowd from the surrounding 
country began to arrive at an carly hour, and, 
before the hour of execution arrived, a motley 
mass of humanity surrounded the jail building. 
At seven minutes past 2 the Sheriff caused the 
office to be vacated, Ables’ friends remaining to 
say good-by, and at ovine minutes 
past 2 the prisomer was brought from 
the jail supported by Sheriff Beamer 
and Deputy Grubb, and walked with 
a firm step tothe gallows. Before being led 
to the scaffold, Ables said to those around him 
that he was just as sure of going to Heaven as 
that he was about to die. He asked that there 


should be 
NO EXERCISES ON THE SCAFFOLD 

except the legal forms, and that these should 
be as short as possible. He also expressed re- 
spect for all the officers who had had 
him in charge; and requested that his body 
should be taken care of and buried beside that 
of Jim Harding. He said that if he had hid the 
money he could have been saved. He had had 
chances to run, but he did not avail himself of 
them, and would not do so H ap opportunity 
was offered right then. He stated that be 

HAD BEEN RAISED AS A GENTLEMAN, | 
and that his father was an upright man. and 
that, if he could — 4 sce his father and his 
little boy, he would be all right. He stated 
that W. H. McCown got $75 sent him by his 
father, that a man named Wordmansee saw him 
take it from the letter on file in the Sheriff's 
office which contained it. Having thus deliv- 
ered himself of all he wished to say, 
his arms were pinioned with a hempen 
cord. he was seated on the scaffold, 
and the Sheriff proceeded to read the death- 
warrant, which occupied eight minutes. On be- 
ing asked by the Sheriffit he wished to make 
any remarks, he replied: “‘ No, sir.” He was 
then placed on the [fatal trap, and Sheriff Beam- 
er in person proceeded to pinlou his limbs, Abies 
remarking that he might just as well be let 
down with them free. At twenty minutes past 2 

THE BLACK CAP 

was drawn over his head, and the rope placed 
about bis neck, and the latal trap drawn. His 
neck was broken by the fall, the victim not 
making a struggle, there being scarcely a 
tremor after the fall. Thefirst half minute bis 
puise was at the rate vf 124 beats per minute; 
in one anda half minutes the pulse began to 
intermit; at two and a half mintutes sixty beats 
were counted; at four minutes only occas:onal 
pulsations were perceptibie. The pulse in- 
creased to sixty at seven minutes, and then re- 
ceded, the last trace being felt at ten minutes 
after the fall, and, in hali a minute alter tnis, 
was 


PRONOUNCED DEAD 
by Physicians Brooks and Matthews, The body 
was cut down at 2:39 p. m. and placed in a plain 
black-walnut coffin. The medical examination 
showed that the neck had been dislocated. The 
dead man will be buried by the authorities. 
Everything passed off in good order. 1 
; JOHN ABLES 
had resided in the western part of the county 
for several years. His reputation was good, 
and be passed his time in ng-his farm, 
the proceeds of which, after all his toil and 
trouble, varelv furnished him with more than a 
moderate subsistence. Yet the eVen tenor of 
his days might have glided down into the vale 
of age,—he was then 55,—but be was unfor- 
tunately married to a wife who was much 
younger,—a iascinating, buxcm, plump little 
creature. Her tailings did not lean to * virtue’s 
side,“ but ran off at a tangent in the opposite 
direction. 
FRAILTY, THY NAME IS WOMAR, . 
and Mrs. Ables was only another instance of 
this old saw. Indeed, it appears that she lav- 
ished her affections with an unsparing hand 
upon the sterner sex, and transferred them from 
one paramour to another with a licht ness of 
heart that, at least, indicated her incapability 
of feeling the unselfish devotion and deeply- 
cherishing love of a wife. Men marked her 
ways, and many were the comments there 
anent, and only one seemed unaware 
of her frailty. “Love,” they say, “is blind.“ 
and her husband, the more he was sinned 
against, ouly vieldeud more and more to his in- 
fatuation, and never dreamed that that heart 
whereon he had pillowed his bead could betray 
its trust. He believed the sky to be serene, 
and did not dream of storm. but passad his life 
in placid calm. Suddenly, as if struck by a 
thunderbolt, his wife stood revealed to him, 
and it was her act alone that caused the scales 
to tall from his eyes. 

The community around were s‘artled by the 
news that Mrs. Abies had 

ELOPED WITH A MR. DODSON, 

but, with a shrug of the shoulders, they inti- 
mated it was only what could be expected from 
her. But one strong man’s heart was pierced 
with a dagger by this news, and now ior the 
first time did the betrayed husband see his wife 
as others saw her. Not only the man with 
whom she had eloped, but the dark suspicions 
and convictions of her infidelity with other men, 
cursed his agonized soul. 

His grief, however, was his own, and out- 
wardly ois stolid nature displayed no sicns of 
it; but his heretofore unsuspecting nature 
changed more suddenly than the chameleon’s 
hue to a subtiety more than Machiavellian. He 
disposed of his farm, and made prevarat ions 
for the pursuit of his fatthless wife and her be- 
trayer. But he resolved, in the innermost re- 
cesses of bis soul, that he would be avenged, 
torgettang the cry, Vengeance is mine,“ saith 
the Lord; and, if he could not wreak his ven- 
geance on the guilty pair, on the destroyers of 
his conjugal felicity, at all hazards, his wrath 
should fail. Ables remembered with demoniac 
glee, now that as a clairvoyant he could read 
the past in its true light, that 

ONE JOHN LANE 
Had been one of his wife’s most ardent ad- 
mirers. 

Dissembling his purpose, he proposed to this 
same John Lane that he should aid him in 
pursuing the runaways, agreei to hire him. 
Lane fell. readily into the tr&p, and so the 
avenger and his victim departed to follow up 
the trail. Lame was owner of a horse, and, as 
tuls was the only animal they had, one would 
walk and the other ride alternately. They were 
each armed with a revolver. carried in a belt. 
They reached Pineville, the county-seat of Me- 
Donald County; thence traveled to the north- 
eastern part of the county, about seven miles 
up Sugar Creek. The country here is wild and 
mountainous, and the hills and deep ravines 
covered with timber. Settlers there were few; 
the iand was almost a solitude, and seemed a 
locality fitted for tue perpetration of 

A DARK CRIME. 

The banks of Big Sugar Creek were reached 
April 15, 1874, where they called at John Fer- 
guson’s and demanded to be passed over the 
creek. The waters, however, were so hich and 
dangerous that Ferguson refused. The wan- 
derers could find no ford, so they were e’en 
content to rest that night. By 10 o’clock next 
morning the waters had so far fallen that they 
could continue their march. 

They crossed the creek, proceeded a mile 
eastward, struck off up Granny’s Branch, a 
small stream, for about two miles, into a 
gloomy, weird-looking hollow, the path leadin 
to which is rarely ever used. ere there 
another ravine, much smaller and even gloom- 
lef, about twenty paces across. On Thursday, 
April 16, the avenger and his victim were seen 
Slowly wending their way towards tne entrance 
of this sombre ravine. No human eye ever be- 
held John Lane alive again. 

The next day, Friday, April 17, some hunters 
passed thro the ravine and beheld a ghastly

Some time after he tried to dispose of 
one of them, ana it was discovered as the mur- 
dered man, Lane’s, and suspicion now pointed 
toward Ables as the murderer. Ables managed 
to elude arrest and get away te the Cherokee 
Nation, but he 


WAS SOON CAPTURED 
and placed in jail, and an indictment was found 
against him in June following for the murder 
of John Lane. A change of venue was granted, 
and in March, 1875, the trial in the Jasper 
County Circuit Court; verdict, guuty; sen- 
tence, hanging. 

A stay of proceedings by the Supreme Court 
followed, and an appeal for a new trial and 
change of venue caused the appointment of the 
Hon. S. G. Williams as Judge to try the 
case, and the trial began in October last. n 
a verdict of guilty was found, and again the 
sentence of banging was suspended over Ables’ 
head. The Supreme Court granted a respite 
until the th of December, for the oer of 
hearing the appeal, which eventuated in con- 
firmation of the sentence on the 20th of Decem- 
ber. Gov. Phelps respited the doomed man 
until the 18th cf January. 

The trial caused much comment and notoriety 
in the State, and the prisoner’s attorneys were 
able, assiduous, and energetic in his cause. His 
lawyers at the first trial were James F. Hardin, 
McPherson, Robinson, and Haughawont; at the 
second, Robinson, Hanghawont, and W. H. 
Phelps. The proseeution was conducted in the 
first trial by State’s-Attorney Thomas and B. I. 
Garrison, and in the second trial by Prosecuting- 
Attorney Spencer and A. J. Harbison. Both 
trials have cost the State nearly 62,300. 

Ables was a man verging towards 60, with a 
stolid, expressionless face and figure. During 
the long period of his confinement he preserved 
a perfect impassiblity, and evinced no concern 
as to the issue of his trial. 

HE PERSISTED IN HIS INNOCENCE, 

and asserted that, were the opportunity only 
given hum, he could still prove it to the World. 
He never attempted to escape, even when hav- 
ing a chance, and performed the duties of jan- 
itor at the jail for the past two years. He pre- 
tended to no education, affecting, until alter 
his last trial. to an inability to either read or 
write. It is evident that he did not fully con- 
fide all to his attorneys, for nothiu of the facts 
implicating the murdered man with the faithless 
wile was brought defore the jurv. 

Ables’ father is still living and residing in 
D ubois County, Indiana. His wife is living in 
Arkansas, with one of his children, and one of 
the men with whom she eloped. 

BEAVERS. 
CAPITAL PUNISHMENT VISITED UPON HIM. 

Mapison, Ind., Feb. 15.—The execution of 
John W. Beavers took place here to-day. 

This moruing the condemned man took a lit- 
tle nap, but rested very uneasily. On waking 
up, he shaved and partook of a very hearty 
breakfast, and seemed in good spirits. The jail 
and Court-House yards are guarded by thirty 
deputies armed with muskets. Large crowds 
began to gather early this morning. 

Beavers’ spiritual advisers and a number of 
ladies held a prayer-meeting in his cell this 
morning, commencing at 8 and continuing till 
11. He took a short nap at 5 this morning, and 
on awakening he knelt in prayer with the bauliff 
and barber, who shaved him. 

HE WAS BROUGHT TO THE SCAFFOLD 

at 11:55. Beavers did not say a word, but 
moved his lips while the minister was prayiug 
in his behalt. Just as the clock had struck 
three times out of 12, he was swinging between 
heaven and earth. He died without a struggle. 
At 12:13 the doctors pronounced him dead. The 
fail broke his neck. 

Thousands of people were aroung the Court- 
House and jail, on the housetops and in trees, 
but could not see anything, as he was hung in- 
side of a constructed inclosure. 

Beavers made 

/ A FULL CONFESSION 
of his guilt to an old army comrade some weeks 
ago, which was made public after his execution 
to-day. He conceived the idea of murdering 
Sewell about a vear ago, and induced him to meet 
him at North Vernon under the pretense 
of buying a farm in Southeru Indiana. The 
murder was committed in a small church four- 
teen miles from Madison, iugbe country, where 
Beavers and Sewell entered during the nicht. 
The latter fell asleep, when Beavers struck him 
with a billett of wood, killing him instantly. 
He then 

SET FIRE TO THE CHURCH, 
hoping to destroy all evidence of his crime, but 
the fire was discovered and put oat. He stated 
that bis only object in murdering Sewell was to 
make a raise. 


RANDE. 
A PRELIMINARY INCIDENT.

He had eight years’ experience with 
insane people, and had been in charge 
of the Asylum since 1871. The institution 
had a capacity for 500 persons, and there were 
501 inmates. The Doctor did not explain how 
they crowded the odd one ju. Witness visited 
Rande at the jail last Friday evening, and had 
an interview of from an hour to an hour and a 
half with him. For the purpose of introducing 
himself the witness purchased a photograph 
from the prisoner, [Bradshaw, plaintlvely.

MR. BRADSHAW CROSS-EXAMINED AS TO PAOTS, 
the witness’ testimony as to belief in Rande’s 
sanity being reserved. Dr. Kilbourne said that 
he paid 25 cents for the photograph, and that 
Rande did not know in what cabacity the wit- 
ness went there. On some points was 
not communicative. The witness had sufficient 
conversation with him to forma clear impres- 
sion as to the state of his mind. He told the 
whole story of his life, and gave the dates of 
his marriages and other events. 

The other experts then left the room, and 
the proseeutien buwae the exam of Dr. 
Kilbourne as to his opinion of Rande’s sanity. 
The witness claimed to be an and com- 
petent to judge of a man’s sanity. He had 
heard the testimony of prisoner’s relatives, and 
other witnesses for the defense. From the tes- 
timony, from the actions of Rande, and from 
what the witness saw and heard of him, the 
witness could say that Rande was sane. 

Mr. McKenzie—You can take the witness. 

Mr. Bradshaw cross-examined. The witness 
bad h ard nothing in the evidence for the de- 
tense to warrant any suspicion of Rande’s in- 
sanity. 

Mr. Bradshaw wanted to know if his inco- 
herence, his wild eyes, and his marder of the 
hen went for nothing. 

The witness replied that they did not prove 
insanity, and pretty clearly expressed his opin- 
ion that the witnesses lied. 

Mr. Stubbs protested. The witness, as an 
expert, must believe all the testimony, and ar- 
gue from it as if it were true, however he might 
doubt it. 

THE COURT INSTRUCTED THE WITNESS 
that he must take into consideration all the 
evidence, direct and cross-examination. 

In reply to Mr. Bradshaw, the witness said he 
received his patients on the strength of orders 
from a competent Court. When it came to 
discharging them, he passed on the question of 
their sanity; when they were admitted, he did 
not. The fact that a man who had been brought 
up regularly and attended Sunday-school and 
church should become at once desperately 
vicious and monstrously wicked immediately 
after the death of bis wife, would not neces- 
sarily be evidence of insanity. Such a fact 
might create a suspicion, especially if there had 
been insanity in the family. Incoherence, 
wiliness of the eves, and incapacity for con- 
tinuing a conversation would create a suspi- 


cion. 

Mr. Bradshaw asked if the witness knew that 
one ot the prisoner’e ancestors bad been in an 
asylum, or had been insane for twelve years, 
and died insane,—would that increase the sus- 
picion, taken in conjunction with the other evi- 
dence, and with what he saw? 

My goodness!’ Interpolated Mr. McKenzie, 
‘tis there any suspicion that this man’s uncle 
was one of his ancestors!” 

THIS BROUGHT DOWN THE HOUSE, 

and knocked the wind out of Bradshaw. He 
rallied bravely, though, and tried hard to get 
Dr. Kilbourne to give his judgment on isolated 
facts,—if the statements made by the family 
can be considered in ‘the light of 
facts. The witness to walk 
into the trap, and in 
explaining his answers. He didn’t believe that 
Rande’s alleged abrupt change from a good, re- 
ligious, peaceable citizen to a thief, lar, 
and murderer was evidence of insanity, and he 
didn’t apparently believe in the abruptness of 
the change.

It 
might be so as a general rule, but the witness 
did not know that a single author had made 
it so. 

The witness wanted to say that practicing 
physicians, in dealing with the insane, did not 
act under arbitrary book-rules, but exercised 
what judgment they had with regard to the in- 


dividual. 
BRADSHAW GOT MAD, 

“I know you are » great man, but I don’t 
want your opinions,”’ said be. The Court tried 
mild measures to suppress the indomitable 
Bradshaw. McKenzie put in occasionally with 
a sarcastic remark which would scarify the 
epidermis of anything less thick-skinned than a 
Government mule, but went ou like 
Tennyson’s Brook. Men came, and men 
went, the girls in the gailery ruffled out their 
feathers and utilized their opera-gilaases, but 
Bradshaw never weakened. He wanted to 
know, you know, worse than the fellow who 
stirred upthe circumlocution office and dis- 
turbed the rest of the Tite Barnacle family. and 
he was bound to get the answers the way he 
wanted them. 

But Dr. Kilbourne would not acknowledge 
that Rande’s shipping express packages to all 
points of the comipass were evidences of insan- 
ity. ** Take it in the concrete, plaintively im- 
plored the irrepressible one, ‘* would jt not then 
be evidence“ The Doctor thought fot, and so 
the weary story went on. 

At noon the Court adjourned, the probabili- 
ties at that time pointing to a termiuation of 
the case on the Day of Judgment. 

AFTERNOON, 

Dr. Kilbourne took the stand again at the 
afternoon session, Bradshaw resuming the 
cross-examination. The ravages which the wit- 
ness made in the defense’s insanity dodge were 
simply appalling. He pointed ont that the 
prisoner showed none of the physical symptoms, 
some or all of which always accompany mania 
of any kind. There was no insanity in the fam- 
ily except in the case of the uncle. The prison- 
er had shown po tendency to insomnia or 
epilepsy, and his hatred of police officers was 
oaly to be considered as one of the natural de- 
velopments of a depraved and vicious character.

observation of Rande the witness believed 

im sane, killing hens and smashing crockery 
to the contrary notwithstanding. The witness 
was not avery firm believer in the moralinsanity 
doctrine, and, lu conclusion, assured the Court 
aod jury that he came to the examination en- 
tirely unprejudiced, and desirous only of estab- 
lishing facts and telling the truth.

Some new and interesting features of the 
Eastern complication are reported in the 
cable dispatches this morning. Two ques- 
tions have arisen which, if correctly stated 
by the press correspondents, may prove to 
be of more than ordinary gravity. It 
is asserted with positiveness that the 
Porte has evinced a determination to 
take advantage of the presence of 
the English fleet at Constantinople, 
under an assurance by Lord Dersyr tnat 
Turkish as well as British interests were to 
be protected, to object to that clause in the 
peace conditions looking to complete auton- 
omy and a territorial increase for Bulga- 
ria; and that, in consequence of this atti- 
tude of the Turkish Government, the 
peace negotiations have come to a stand- 
still. Another hitch in the business is the 
communication to Count ScmovvaLorr by 
Lord Dzrsy of a notice that the occupation 
of Gallipoli by Russia will be regarded as a 
menace to the British fleet. Russia is un- 
derstood to be inflexible on the Bulgarian 
question, and it is hardly to be expected 
that her resolution to take possession of 
Gallipoli will be shaken by Dznsy’s pointed 
protest.

Proceedings were begun yesterday in the 
Criminal Court for the purpose of testing 
the right of the present South Park Com- 
missioners to the.offices now held by them. 
The point is made by Mr. James P. Roor, 
the attorney for the relator in the case, that 
the provision of the South Park act confer- 
ring upon the Judge of the Circuit Court 
the power of appointment of South Park 
Commissioners after the expiration of the 
terms of office of those appointed by 
the Governor is unconstitutional, in that 
making the appointment to an office is not 
and cannot be made a judicial act, offices 
being filled either through appointment by 
the Governor or by election by the people. 
It is also alleged that, if the granting of the 
power were constitutional, it would be void 
by reason of uncertainty, since, at the time 
of the adoption of the act, there was 
but one Judge of the Cirenit Court 
of Cook County on whom this 
power of appointment was conferred, while 
under the Constitution of 1870 there are 
five Judges of the Circuit Court and also 
three Judges of the Superior Court who 
might be entitled to take part in the ap- 
pointment. Although this point has never 
been raised before, it has been noted by 
shrewd lawyers, and it has been feared that 
it might ultimately interfere with the South 
Park. Should the Court decide against 
the validity of the tenure of office of 
the Commissioners, their places would of 
course be filled by the Governor under 
the constitutional provision. No inconven- 
ience might arise from that; but, were the 
Court to go on and hold that, the Commis- 
sioners not having been legally in office, all 
acts done by them were void, an unpleasant 
cloud might be cast over some issues of 
South Park bonds, over some assessments, 
and over the recent tax-levies nude by them. 
The question has never before come up in 
this State, and its decision will be awgfited 
with interest. 


THE VALENTINE SCRIP FRAUD. 

It is almost impossible to believe that the 
Land Commissioner has given a favorable de- 
cision in the case of the VALENTINE scrip 
located on the public grounds included with- 
in the original Fort. Dearborn reservation. 
No account of the transaction that has ever 
been made public warrants a confirma- 
tion of the title to which the land-sharks lay 
claim. The opinion of the Land Commis- 
sioner lamentably fails to make out such a 
case. To confirm their fraudulent claim, as 
far as the Land Commissioner can do so, or 
in any other way to assist the schemers in ac- 
quiring a color of title as against innocent 
and rightful holders, is an act which subjects 
everybody concerned in it to the gravest sus- 
picion of corrupt influences. Notwithstand- 
ing the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office in Washington has loaned his official 
sanction to this job, we are convinced that 
the Secretary of the Interior will refuse to 
confirm his decision, and thus put a stop to 
the whole blackmailing scheme. 

There are several points of view from 
which this claim may be contemplated, and 
not one of them is favorable to the Vauen- 
Ting crowd. To begin with, the scrip which 
these people own was obtained in compen- 
sation for the surrender of a certain amount 
of wild lands in California (about 15,000 
acres we believe), and it was the purpose 
and intention of Congress that the owners 
thereof should locate an equal amount of 
United States free and unoccupied lands of 
the same general character as they lands they 
had surrendered; but, in order that no in- 
justice might be done the Vatznrines, they 
were given the privilege of making their 
choice among the unsold and unsettled 
lands. It was not intended or expected that 
the owners of the scrip, thus liberally issued, 
would use their privilege for blackmailing, or 
seek to locate any lands to the title of which 
the Government had already quit-claimed. To 
locate, under the authority of the scrip, 
any land to which the Government no longer 
claims title for itself, is necessarily in the 
nature of a fraud, as the owners of the scrip 
can only acquire title through a Government 
title. In the case of all the land in Fraction- 
al Sec. 10, the Government intended and 
endeavored to dispossess itself of all claim 
or title, whether as to the land disposed of at 
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title to all unsettled and unreserved 
land of those sections, Now, if the 
act of Congress under which the lots in Sec. 
10 were sold, or the dedication of the public 
grounds therein under the same authority 
were invalid, then Sec. 10, being one of the 
even sections on the line of the road, be- 
came public land when the reservation was 
abandoned, and the title went to the State 
of Illinois, and through it to the Illinois 
Central Company, instead of reverting to 
the Government, Any flaws in the transfer 
by the Government that are sufficient to 
invalidate the sale or dedication of land in 
Sec. 10 give the Illinois Central Company a 
better color of title than can be given to any 
recent location of these lands as free Gov- 
ernment lands. The Illinois Central Com- 
pany. have never made any claim to the land 
in this section sold or dedicated by the Gov- 
ernment, but they will undoubtedly set up 
such claim as prior to any that may be 
acquired under the VALENTINE scrip. 

Even at this point, the probability of 
acquiring possession of this land under the 
VALENTINE scrip is remote enough, but there 
is still another obstacle. The city, like pri- 
vate owners, can only be dispossessed by 
proceedings in court, and in such proceed- 
ings the equity of the case will receive the 
main consideration. We do not believe that 
a competent Court can be found that will 
consent to give the VaLEnTIne claimants a 
title, under Government scrip, to public 
grounds dedicated for the benefit of private 
grounds sold by the Government ; to lands to 
which the Government has not for years, and 
does not now, assert an ownership; and to 
which, in any case, the circumstances at- 
tending the issue of this scrip would not 
equitably entitle the holders thereof to locate 
on land that thas acquired a value, by the 
labor of others, so largely in excess of the 
lands surrendered in consideration of the 
scrip-issue. 

It is to be hoped, however, on many ac- 
counts, that the Government will render it 
unnecessary to fight this outrageous claim 
any further. A proper representation of 
the case ought certainly to induce the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to overrule the decision 
of the Land Commissioner, and the sams 
considerations should induce Congress to 
pass an act quit-claiming to the city all the 
lands dedicated for public grounds. This 
would be a great boon to Chicago in its 
present embarrassments, as the city would 
then be in a position to give a good title to 
both Dearborn Park and the Lake Park, 
which, even at the present depressed values 
of real estate, would bring a large sum of 
money, and would add materially to the tax- 
able property of the city. It is in this mat- 
ter that Messrs. Autpricu, Brentano, and 
Harrison can demonstrate their usefulness 
to their constituents, and their efforts should 
be heartily supplemented by Senators 
Ocizspy and Davis, and every member of 
the Illinois delegation in the House. The 
Government does not now assert, and has 
not for a full generation asserted, any claim to 
the ownership of these grounds, and every 
hoaest member of Congress should prefer to 
give the City of Chicago complete control 
over them rather than leave them in a shape 
where land-sharks may use them for disrep- 
utable blackmailing purposes. 


THE RISE IN THE VALUE OF MONEY. 

The presentation of the silver question by 
Senator Jonzs, of Nevada, in the Senate on 
Thursday, was the clearest and most forcible 
examination of the questions involved that 
has ever been made. It was particularly 
crushing upon the vehement assertions and 
arguments that silver had depreciated, and 
that it would be dishonest to return to silver 
dollars. After dismissing briefly, as no 
longer admitting of dispute, the ques- 
tion of the legal right of the Gov- 
ernment to pay all its obligations 
in silver, he called attention to the 
fact that when money rises in value the 
terms swindling and repudiating are not em- 
ployed by the money-lender, who is largely 
reaping whathe has not sown. But when 
on the contrary the value of money as com- 
pared with that of commodities declines, and 
money will purchase less, then there is a de- 
mand that good faith and national honor re- 
quire that the size of the dollar shall be en- 
‘larged. When, in 1849 and later, the large 
discoveries of gold in Australia and the 
United States were made, and the value of 
money depreciated, then the money-lenders 
who had reaped the golden harvest of an ad- 
vance of 149 per cent in the value of money 
during the preceding half century made the 
claim that the value of the dollar ought to be 
equalized to what it was before the fall in 
the precious metals had taken place. 

In September, 1873, silver bullion was sell- 
ing at 59 pence per ounce, and the metal value 
of the gold and silver of the United States 
was the same. Germany had, however, in 
1871 provided for a change from the silver to 
a gold standard, and had in 1873 already 
coined $100,000,000 of gold coin. Then be- 
gan the demand for gold, giving it an un- 
usual value as measured in silver. The 
value of money, including both gold and 
silver, has risen during the last ten years, 
but conspicuously during the last five years, 
—that is, between 1872.73 and 1877-’78. In 
addition to this general rise in all metallic 
money, gold has risen 10 per cent more 
than silver. The means of asertaining the 
rise or fall in money has become now a 
matter of confessed accuracy. The values 
of general commodities covering a 
certain period of time mark the rise 
and fall of money. The means of 
this comparison of prices in this 
country aud in England have been 
carefully collected and collated, and of these 
means Senator Jonzs makes free and liberal 
use. His researches include the markets in 
the United States and in England, and also 
in India. The result he reaches is that the 
average fall in prices in general commodities, 
from 1872-73 to the close of 1877, in gold, 
was 25} per cent. The fall in the value of 
silver as compared with gold was 7.11 per 
cent, and the average fall in commodities in 
silver was 18.14 per cent. In other words, 


there has been no fall.in the value of silver 
in its purchasing power of commodities, and, 
while yold will purckase more than silver 
will, silyer will also purchase more of every 
commodity than it would at any time before 
1872.78. The, great fall, however, has been 
in the value of land and of labor, and this has 
been the severest of all afflictions. It is felt 
the world over, inflicting the direst disaster 
upon mankind. The interest to be paid an- 
nually upon various forms of public debt in 
this country may be stated at $200,000, 000. 
This has to be collected by taxation from the 
income of labor. The extent of the distress 
may be estimated when the value of this 
money is doubled and wages and earnings 
are reduced one-half. 

The fall in values of land and labor, and 
the equivalent rise in the purchasing power 
of money, has far exceeded the changes in 
the values of other commodities, and Senator 
Jonzs states that the purchasing power of 
silver since 1872 has risen 10 per cent in 
all commodities, and 90 per cent in 
land and labor. In 1876, in En- 
gland, $75.90 in silver would purchase 
of general commodities as much as $85 
would have done in 1872. A ton of iron 
which in 1872.73 cost 561. 84 can now be had 
in England for $46.57; and a ton of coal 
which required $5.05 in 1872 now sells for 
$2.80. During the four years ending De- 
cember, 1877, the purchasing power of silver 
money has risen 24 per cent. 

In the face of thee facts, it has been 
charged that the only motive for remonetiz- 
ing silver has been to resort to a debased 
metal for the purpose of swindling creditors 
by paying them in a coin that has lost its 
value. 
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THE POSITION OF GERMANY. 

The mightiest military Power in Europe 
preserves an ominous silence in this time of 
wars and rumors of wars. While all the 
other nations are speculating, suggesting, 
blustering, and menacing, the grim man in 
the spiked helmet waits and watches as si- 
lently and mysteriously as the Sphinx. 
Plevua falls, and Austria grows alarmed, but 
Germany utters nota word. The Russians 
press on with overwhelming impetus towards 
Constantinople and Gallipoli, and England 
commences to bluster; but not a word from 
Germany. The preliminary negotiations for 
an armistice are concluded, and Germany 
makes no criticism. The Russian army takes 
up its position in the outer defenses of Con- 
stantinople, and the English fleet, in defiance 
of the protest of Turkey, forces its way up 
to the city, and the two Powers grimly con- 
front each other, and still no word from 
Germany. She has made but two sugges- 
tions since the fall of Plevna,—one that 
Prince Bismarck may be present at the Con- 
ference, but only as a spectator, as may be 
inferred from the second, that the Powers 
shall be represented by their Ambassadors 
only. 

So long as the situation affects only the 
Eastern question, Germany is likely to re- 
main silent, as she has no interest in it be- 
yond the very small commercial interest that 
she has in the navigation of the Danube. 
There may come a time, however, when 
Germany will speak and act in no uncertain 
manner, but the motive will not come from 
England, Russia, or Turkey. The future of 
German action depends very lafgely upon 
the attitude Austria may assume. One con- 
dition of disturbance was very emphatically 
outlined by Brsmarcx himself in a conversa- 
tion which he had last summer with Signor 
Crispi, the President of the Italian Legis- 
lative Assembly, which has now been made 
public for the first time. Adverting to the 
fate of Austria, the Prince said: Only in 
the improbable case that the Jesuit and Re- 
venge parties were to take the lead at Vien- 
na, aiming at tae destruction of the 
German Empire and the supremacy of 
the Pope over the country of Lures, 
would the Germans deem themselves 
justified in having recourse to extreme 
measures.” This, however, is only a 
general declaration affecting the relations 
of Prussia and Austria without reference to 
the pending troubles in Europe growing out 
of the existing complication. A recent arti- 
cle in the Berlin Volks Zeitung foreshadows 
a contingency that may call for German in- 
terference, and, as its declarations in this 
case are accepted as representing the views 
of the Government, a statement of them will 
be of interest. Over a year ago Prince Bis- 
marck declared, in a speech on the Bosnian 
rebellion, that any Slavonic revival on the 
Austrian frontier, or any aggrandizement of 
Slavonic territory, would be the commence- 
ment of the decomposition of the Austrian 
Empire, and would creates an emergency in 
which Germany would be called upon to 
act. Austria, says the Volks Zeitung, 
is a State founded and kept together 
by Germans. It is a State which has carried 
Germar culture to the semi-Asiatic wilder- 
ness extending along its eastern frontier. It 
is a State which, situated in the midst of the 
Sclave family, and keeping these semi-Asiat- 
ic tribes apart, has served to diminish the 
danger which otherwise might arise to us 
from local contiguity.” Taking this view 
of Austria, it is obvious that Germany 
will never consent to any award of Sclavic 
territory to her, or any further division of 
the Empire that will add to the German and 
Magyar provinces a powerful Sclavic State. 
Cominenting upon this contingency, the 
Volks Zeitung says : 


Looking at the action of the other Powers at this 
Critical juncture, we have no doubt that Itaiy wiil 
be only too bappy to help Austria to incorporate 
some Turkish provinces. The more Slavonic 
Austria becomes, the more surely will the semi- 
Italian aistricts still belonging to Austria devolve 
to Italy. As for Russia, she will be thoroughly 
delighted to make Austria share the spoil. Euger 
to help herself to Turkish land, she cannot do bet- 
ter than secure an accomplice. France. in tne 
present stage of her history, is not likely to pre- 
vent Austria from fooliehly injuring berself. Of 
Germany, we all know tnat she has a great interest 
in keeping up the vitality of the Austrian Empire. 
But should Austria prove unabie to protect the 
German portion of the Danube, should she realiy 
consent to become an Oriental State, it wouid be 
impossible for us to prevent that final catastrophe 
which has been long coming on and rapid); matur- 
ing in every political crisis of the last gentration or 
wo. 


The final catastrophe indicated above is 
the annihilation of the Austrian Empire ; but 
there is something more ih this warning that 
may be read between the lines, and that 
something is the increase of German ter- 
ritory and the rounding out of the limits of 
her Empire. The first desire of Germany is 
for peace, and it is not possible that she will 
take any steps leading to prolong the pres- 
ent conflict or to involve Europe in a general 
war. But the rashness and folly of some of 
the Powersand the insane jealousy of others 
may start the conflagration. In that event, 
there is no nation tha will ally 
herself with but I u che goes into 
the struggle; but her) she goes in 
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brokers of New York City. The band num-

‘* gray-haired man, that Mr. Mom, New 
York Custom-House broker, will find a snug 
place in the New York State Penitentiary for 
the longest period provided by statute. And 
when the gray-haired man” is disposed of 
in the same way, it is to be hoped that the 
President will be able to find a man for the 
place now occupied by Mr. Collector Arruur 
who will at least try to see that his subordi- 
nates relinquish the habit of stealing. 
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BELMONT AND HENDRICES. 

Mr. Avcust Beimont, the American agent 
of the Rornscumos anda prominent man- 
ager of the Eastern Democracy, is evidently 
determined to push the fight with Hzenpricxs 
over the latter’s indorsement of the princi- 
ples of the Buanp bill. The avidity with 
which Bztmont immediately seized upon 


Henpaicss’ first public declaration in favor 
of the remonetization of the old silver doi- 


lar, and the pertinacity with which he pur- 
sues the subject. after drawing out a state- 
ment from Henpricss, shows clearly enough 
that BeLMont’s purpose is to array the money 
influence of the Eastern Democracy against 
Henpricss’ nomination for the Presidency 
in 1880. So far as this is a domestic row 
among the Democrats, of eourse Taz Turm- 
UNE occupies the attitude of a disinterested 
spectator; itis a matter of indifference to 
us whether Mr. Betmonrt shall or shall not 
succeed in preventing the nomination of 
Mr. Henpricxs, so long as, in either 
event, it is not at all likely that Mr. 
Tuo (probably BLuovr's favorite) will 
carry off the prize. The silver part of the 
controversy is all that interests us, and while 
Mr. Beutmont’s long-winded reply is not 
worth printing as a whole, some of his errors 
and unwarranted assumptions may be pointed 
out, even before Henpaicss shall take hold 
of bim. : 

To begin with, Mr. Betmonr makes the 
common error of assuming that the silver 
dollar was demonetized by the act of 1873; 
that act merely dropped the coinage of the 
silver dollar, and provided that the silver 
coins named in the act should be legal-tender 
to the amount of 85 only. Any order to re- 
coin silver dollars, or any silver dollars that 
were outstanding, were still legal-tender for 
all amounts. It was not till 1874 that the 
silver dollars were permanently divested of 
their legal-tender function, and this was by 
means of a revision of the statutes, which 
was understood not to make any change in 
the character and purpose of the laws. 
Mr. Brtmont now conceives that any 
proposed change in the law as it 
now stands amounts to a violation of public 
faith. . What, then, shall we say of the radi- 
cal change wrought in the whole financial 
system by the alteration of two or three 
words in a revision of the laws, without as 
much as saying by your leave” to the peo- 
ple who were affected thereby? If a change 
in the money standard is so serious a matter 
as Mr. Betmont contends (which we fully 
agree to), them let this clandestine and per- 
haps unconstitutional operation of 1874 be 
expunged, and the general subject then sub- 
mitted on the merits of the old, historical 
standard. 

Mr. Beumonr supposes a case in which the 
silver dollar of 412} grains had arisen to a 
value of double the gold dollar of 25 8.10 
grains, and aas: In that case could I, as 
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the time the Public-Oredit act was passed, 
the silver dollar (then full legal-tender) was 
4125 grains. The refunding bonds were 
made payable in coin when the silver dollar 
was full legal-tender and contained 412} 
grains. This is the same silver dollar which 
it is proposed to recoin. The proposition to 
remonetize the dollar of 4124 grains is, there- 
fore, in no sense a proposition to pay 
a clipped or debased dollar, but the 
standard dollar. If there is just now a 
theoretical difference between the gold dol- 
lar of 25 8-10 and the silver dollar of 4124 
gains, it is because the gold dollar has had 
an exceptional and unwarranted value given 
it as the exclusive legal-tender coin. The 
silver dollar of 412} grains will to-day pur- 
chase more of any given commodity than it 
would in 1873, when it was on a par with 
the gold dollar. There is, therefore, no 
wrong done morally any more than there is 
legally in restoring the standard silver dol- 
lar, which is as much 100 cents as the stand- 
ard gold dollar. 

Mr. Be_mont makes a ridiculous statement 
when he says that the passage of our Silver 
bill will shut us out from an international 
conference looking to the general re-estab- 
lishment of the bi-metallic system. On 
the contrary, it is this action alone 
which will induce thé European nations 
to enter into such a @®nference, and 
persuade the capitaljsts of both Europe and 
America to assist in bringing about a com- 
mon bi-metallic standard. Tue European 
holders of American securities will have an 
equal interest with American capitalists in 
bringing about a permanent equilibrium be- 
tween gold and silver on an agreed basis. 
The nations which still maintain the double 
standard will be encouraged and aided in its 
maintenance by the action of the United 
States in re-adopting it. The nations which 
have resorted to single gold standard will 
begin to doubt the wisdom of ‘encountering 
alone the struggle against a contracted and 
constantly contracting measure of values. 
The general movement for the re-establish- 
ment of adouble standard will receive the 
most important impulse from the American 
remonetization of silver.

RETURNING BOARD. 


Attempt of Anderson’s Counsel to Secure a 
New Trial—The Court Manifestly Inimical 
-—Public Opinion Regarding the Prosecu- 
tions. 
New Orvzans, Feb. 15.—The rule of a new 
trial in the case of Gen. Anderson came off to- 
day. A list of witnesses was called. Among 
them were Jeremiah Lincoln, the Hon. F. C. 
Zacharie, and a number of colored politicians. 
Mr. Castellanos read the motion and supple- 
mental grounds for a new trial—first, that the 
verdict was contrary to law and the evidence; 
second, that James Prince, one of the jur- 
ors, is under the age of 21; _ third, 
that Jeremiah Lincoln, one of the jurors, 
previous to being sworn in the case, had ex- 
pressed an opinion; fourth, that Anderson was 
tried by only eleven jurors; fifth, that new and 
additional evidence has been found since the 
rendition of the verdict; sixth, that they were 
deprived of the testimony of Littiefield; also, 
could prove the innocence of Anderson; sev- 
enth, that, by the testimony of F. C. Zacharie, 
the accused would prove his absence at the time 
ths Vernon Parish returns were opened. 
A large number of witnesses were called, 
mostly “colored, ‘all of whom testified to the 
fact that James Prince was not 21 years of age, 
Two witnesses had visited Prince’s mother in 
1875, when she introduced him as between 17 
and 18 years of age. 
One witness testified that his (witness’) father 
had died Dec. 5, 1857, and James Prince was 
born a year and a half or two years afterwards. 
Another witness testified that Prince’s moth- 
er, in 1872, said that James was 14 years of age. 
A. F. tervallon testified that, three months 
before the Anderson trial, James Prince, when 
he suggested to him to apply for membership to 
the Order of Friends, told him he could not ap- 
ply. He was not 20 years old. 
After the trial the witnesses asked Prince 
how he could serve as a juror, not being of age, 
when Prince stated that his mothemtold him he 
was 23 years of age. 
Senator Zacharie. member of the Democratic 
Committee in the Returning Board, testificd 
that he believed Anderson was not present at 
the opening of the returns from Vernon Parish, 
but was not positive enough to say so on oath. 
Collins’ report. of the Returning Board pro- 
ceedings, quoted from during the trial, was not 
altogether correct in every icular. 
The defense asked Zacharie if he was not 
aware of the act that the Lictlefieid testimony 
wes not material to prove the innocence of 
Anderson. 
The Attorney-General objected, and the Court 
sustained the objection, to whicha bill of ex- 
ceptions was taken. 
r. Cestellanos, of counsel for the defense, 
declared that he wished to prove by the wit- 
ness that the Assistant Attorney-General had 
stated to Senator Zacharie that Littlefield was 
not put upon the stand at the trial because his 
testimony would have acquitted Anderson. 
The Assistant Attorney-General having made 
such a statement, the Court held that it would 
have no effect if this conversation had taken 
lace; that Littlefield was on hand, and could 
put on the stand at any time if the defense 
wanted to show that his evidence was material. 
The objection by the State tothe question 
put to Senator Zacharie was finally withdrawn, 
and it was agreed that Littleffeld had arrived 
after the testimony closed, and that his arrival 
was unknown to the defense. 
Assistant Attorney-General Egan testified 
that he only stated to Col. Zacharie that the 
testimony of Littlefield would have injured the 


case. 
Charles Cavaac testified that Prince was of 
age. Prince’s sister testified that he was 23 
years old. 
Ex-Gov. Wyckliffe testified that Anderson 
Was present at the opening of the Vernon 
Parish returns. 
The case was closed.

Mrs. Pittman’s body reached Washing- 
ton this morning, accompanied only by 
Mr. Pittman and one of his newspaper friends 
from Cincinnati. It was inclosed in an olled 
chestnut casket, shaped somewhat like a dry- 
goods case, the same width all the way from 


head to foot. When it arrived in 
Washington the caske® was covered 
with a piece of black oilcloth, 


on the centre of which was tacked a permit 
from the Health Officer of Cincinnati for the 
removal of the body from that city, and stating 
the cause of death to be cancer of the 
stomach. A very shabby and very 
muddy hearse, a relic of the War of 1812, 
was in waiting at the Washington depot to re- 
ceive the body. The ollcloth was pulled off, 
and the casket was shoved into the hearse. It 
was noticed that the undertaker took particu- 
lar pains to fasten the back doors of the hearse, 
and the cause of this was apparent when 
the hearse vegan to roll up the long inclined 
plane that leads to the house of burnt bones. 
If the coffin had net been securely fastened in 
it would have slid down the bill. 

The corpse of the woman went up the steep 
hill unaccompanied, save by the driver of the 
hearse, and when ft reached the littie brick 
house several of the curiosity-hunters who were 
sitting on the fence helped carry it in, and lay 
it on the table, Mr. Pittman meanwhile was 
seated in Dr. LeMoyne’s parlor talking with 
the old gentleman about the beauties of crema- 
tion. 

At about 1 o’tlock Mr. Vittman’s and Le 
Moyne’s two sons and daughters started for the

In case of a vacancy, during the recess of the 
Senate, in any office “Which 2 not elective, the 
Governor shall make a temporary appointment 
until *he next meeting of the Senate, when he shail 
nominate some person to fill buch office; and any 
person so nominated who is confirmed by the Sen- 
ate (a majority of all the Senators elected con- 
curring by yeas and pays) shall hold his office 
during the remainder of the term and until his suc- 
cessor shall be appointed and qualitied. No per- 
son after being rejected by the Senate shall be 
again nominated for the 
session, unless at the request of the Senate, or be 
appointed to the same office during the recess of 
the Genera) Assembly. 

There was a distinction between the Consti- 
tution of 1848 and 1870 on this point. The 
Constitution of 1848 authorized the Governor to 
fill vacancies where not otherwise provided for. 
by law, but the Constitution of 1870 further 
provides that, in case such vacancies shall occur 
during the recess of the Senate, he shall fill 
them tem ly. The Constitution of 1848 
did not define an office, but the Constitution of 
1870, in view of the old State-House case, did 
define an office as a public position created by 
the Constitution or law, continuing during 
the pleasure of the appointing power, or 
for a fixed time, with a successor elected or ap- 
pointed,“ and also defined au employment as 
an agency for a temporary purpose, which ceases 
when that purpose is accomplished.” Now, did 
the Judge fill these appointments by virtue of 
being a Judge or as an employer! Certainly 
not as the latter. He must doit, then, as an 
officer, and, it he did it as an officer, it was 
only as holding the office of Judge, and, if as a 
Judge, he was liable under his oath provided 
by the Constitution as a Judge, and therefore it 
must be a judicial act. if, then, it 
was a judicial act, it conflicted wi.h the 
provision of the Constitution which saia that 
all laws relative to practice, proceeding, etc., 
shall be uniform throughout the State by gen- 
eral law, a point which was clearly defined in 
the Ely case.

THE COLORED RACE. 


President Hayes and Fred Douglass on the 
Futare of the Negro. 

Wasninaton, D. C., Feb. 15.—On the occa- 
sion, yesterday, of a presentation of a steel en- 
graving of Carpenter’s picture of tie “Signing 
of the Emancipation Proclamation “ to Howard 
University, Frederick Douglass made a speech, 
in which he said that Among the faults of his 
people were their self-indulgence, love or ease, 
and imvrovidence. They must learn to spend 
their earnings judiciously. If one can’t get up, 
he’ll be helped down. They had a fair chance 
to getup. The negro was on his way to Con- 
gress, and he thought that if the negro could 
stand Congress, Congress ought to stand the 
negro.“ 

„The colored man had been forced up by ab- 


normal conditions, but they were coming up 
gradually by their own exertions.” , 
President Hayes made a speech, in which he 
said: 
I quite agree with all that has been said, yet it 
occurred to me that Douglass made a modest esti- 
mate of bis race when he said they don’t build 
shivos. They don't build the domes, you see, out 
who did build them?’ Such men as Adams and 
Sumner made their fame by their speeches under 
that. dome, and the speech that your colored 
brother has made to us is better than making 
domes; but that is not my message. I would say 
that the wisdom, the righteousness, and the gran- 
deur of Abraham Lincoln's act of emancipation 
no man will deny; that it has conferred infinite 
blessings on our country, on both races, on 
the world, very few question. This estimate of 
his act and of its results will not be changed by the 
good conduct or bad conduct of either race, it 
ys said that the greatness of the blessing conferred 
on the colored race depends on theif conduct. 
What they most need is what Buras calls the 
lorious privilege of being independent. What 
his requires ie willingness to labor, and prudence 
and seif-denial to save the fruits of their labor. 
My young colored friends, let this, then, be amon 
your good resolutions: ‘‘I will work and I will 
gave to the end, that I may become iu.dependent. 


The speech was enthusiastically received. 


A Telephone Without *

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SHERIFF KERN. 

To the Hader of The Tribune. 
Cuicaco, Feb. 13.—In your issue of Tuesday 
morning last was announced thus: “Sheriff 
Kern Ahead “: 

Judge Blodgett was engaged yesterday in hear- 
inga case brought by Edwin Blomeley against 
Sheriff Kern and his bondsmen on his ofjicia] bond. 
The facts are as follows: Abouta month ago 
Blomeley took out au execation on a judgment he 

recovered. The éxecutioi was placed in the 
hands of the Sheriff, an indemnitying bond given, 
and the Sheriff directed to levy on some personal 
property. He did so, but soon after it was dis- 
covered that the property did not belong to the 
defendant in the judgment. The Sherilf then re- 
leased the property and went to look at his bond, 
but finding it worthless, he declined to return the 
execution. 

The plaintiff's attorneys then applied to Judge 
Gary for à rule on the Sheriff to compel bim to re- 
turn it, and also to make him responsible for the 
loss, Claiming that, had he returned the execution 
within the ninety days, they would have found 
other property out of which to satisfy the judg- 
ment. Judge Gary held that Mr. Kern did right in 
refusing to return the execution when the bond 
was worthless. 

Blomeley, then being & non-resident, began a 
suit in the Federal Court on Kern's bond. Yester- 
day this suit was tried; but, after the evidence was 
all in, the viaintiff’s attorney, finding they had no 
case, took a non-snit, without letting the case go 
tothe jury. This result fully justifies Mr. Kern 10 
his action; and Mr. Blomeley will, when he gives an- 
other Indemnifying bond, probably be more care- 
fal as to its quality. 

Firet—It is not true that Mr. Blomeley took 
out an execution about amonth ago, but it is 
true that he had ah execution issued against 
the goods and chattels of Orrin P. Chase and 
John W. Scott, the defendants in the suit, for 
$1,500 and costs, more than ten months ago. 
Second—It is true the execution was placed fn 
the hands of the Sheriff, an indemnifving bond 
given, and the Sheriff directed to levy on certain 

8 property of the defendants Chase and 

ott. 

Third—It is a contested question whether the 
property the Sheriff was so directed to levy on, 
in house No. 425 West Monroe street, belonged to 
any other person or persons but the defendants, 
Chase and Scott, in the judgment. 

Hourth—It is not true that the indemnity 
bond was t or is now worthless; it is as good 
to-day as w it was given. The valuation of 
the property the bondsman owned, and still 
does own, in Chicago is $82,000,—part of which 
was and still is incumbered for $26,000, leaving 
a margin of $56,000, besides his personal brop- 
erty, worth $2,000. [Judge Gary, however, on 
a rale + the Sheriff to return the execu- 
tion, refused to make any such rule unless 
Biomeley would first give a sufficient bond 
thus holding that the one given was bad, an 
Judge Blodgett followed Judge Gary’s ruling. | 
Fifth—It is true a rule was taken before 
Judge Gary on 18th August directing the Sheriff 
to return the execution according to law; but it 
is not true any other issue was made before 
Judge Gary in connection therewith. 

Let us now see, briefly, afew of the facts, 
which are as follows, to-wit: Mr. Biomely ob- 
tained a judgment in Superior Court of Cook 
County for $1,500 on the 18th of April, 1877, 
against Orrin P. Chase (late of Chase & Han- 
ford) and John W. Scott (late of Scott & 
Leonard). An execution was issued on the 19th 
of April, 1877, and placed in the hands of the 
sheriff for collection, and he levied on some 
property, part of which was immediately re- 
plevined by Mrs. Chase. The remainder was 
taken down to Horner’s warehouse on Randolph 
street, advertised, and sold with some other 
things on the 6th of August. 1877, for the sum 
of $189.94, of which the Sheriff pretended and 
still does pretend that there is only left of that 
sum 6107.88, of course charging the balance 
$8.94 for collecting it. Even this sum he re- 
fused, and still does refuse, to pay over to the 
plaintiff, or even show him the schedule of the 
items sold and the price received therefor, and 
also refuses to return the execution, which the 
statute makes it compulsory on him to do [be- 
cause Judge Gary expressly decided he need not 
do 60 until a e sufficient bond was given}.

Curcaeo, Feb. 14—In the H. R. Bill 2,865, 
entitled A bill to reorganize the army of the 
United States, to consolidate certain of its staff 
departments, to reduce the cost of its support, 
and for other purposes, one of the principal 
objects to be accomplished is the consolidation 
of the present Subsistence and Quartermaster 
Departments into one Department, to be called 
the Department of Supplies, and at the end 
of one year to muster out of service ail officers 
of the two Departments not assigned to duty 
in the new Department of Supplies. 

At first it would seem as if some economy 
would result from a reduction of the number of 
officers. It is well known by experienced offi- 
cers of the army that the duties now discharged 
by the two Departments cannot properly and 
economically be performed by any such number 
of officers as is proposed in the bill, and that it 
would necessarily increase largely the number 
of Government employes in purchasing duties 
great responsibility. The new system performs 
the work of the two Departments with fifty-four 
officers, which is now done by eighty-three. ana 
dispenses with the services of twenty-nine edu- 
cated and trained officers by musteriag them out 


of service at the end of one year.. 

The economy resulting from this reduction in 
the number of officers is ali that can be fairly 
claimed to result from the consolidation of the 
two Departments. As an offset to the proposed 
economy, there would arise, first, the expense 
ofa large number of agents, who would neces- 
sarily have to be employed to aid the officers of 
tue consolidated Department in the discharge 
of their muitifarious duties; and second, t 
losses that the Government would certainly t- 
cur by having a large and important part of its 
affairs influenced, controlled, and directed by 
irresponsibie agents, who, from the very nat ure 
of tniogs, and despite of ali reculations and 
vigilance of their employers, would participate 
in the profits of contracts and purchases, to the 
great detriment of the public service, besides 
conniving at other irregularities and fraudulent 
transactions. The aggregate of the losses and 
— arising from pate causes would 
undoubtedly exceed t the 
of the officers who would be dismissed trotn 
the service by the passage of this pro 
law. It is, therefore, apparent that there are 
iuherent in these new-fangled ideas of army 
administration, being new to the present gen- 
eration, though in reality belonging toa past 
age, evils analogous to those which are the 
curse of our Civil Service, the eradication of 
which has hitherto defied all efforts of our 
wisest and most vatriotic statesmen. Such 
evils as these, innate to the system proposed, 
militate against efficiency, which, it is claimed, 
is eminently the preroga’ive of that it is de- 
signed to supplant. 

In support of the claim against the proposed 
consolidation of the two Departments, ite 
officers point to its record during the various 
Indian wars, the war with Mexico, the war with 
Great Britain, and more especially during the 
late gigantic Civil War, when it was called on 
to feed, clothe, transvort, and equip probably 
one-fifth of the total male adults of the land. 

The present staff system, resuiting from vears 
of experience, is peculiarly adapted to the sery- 
ices required in our country, being of wide and 
extended terrttory with almost limftiess fron- 
tiers, and opposed as our people are to malu- 
taining a standing army ia time of peace at all 
commensurate with our necessities in time of 
war, the staff organization must have reference 
especially to a rapid increase of the army, and 
while the army itself is small, the staff corps 
must be larger in proportion, and so flexible 
that, when occasion demands, they may be ready 
to meet anv emergency, and at the same time 
serve as a nucleus of educated and expert offi- 
cers, around whom the volunteers can gather, 
be divided, and take part in such staff duties as 
they may be called upon to perform. lhe 
adaptability of the present organization to such 
a demand was clearly manifested in the late 
Civil War, and since the return of the volunteer 
staff to the pursuits of civil life and the recent 
limits placed upon each staff corps by Con- 
gress, it now no more than meets with the 
requirements of the service. But if it be de- 
terminedand considered oecegsary for the sake of 
economy (which is the onlv object to be gained 
in the proposed consolidation) to reduce the 
number of officers in the Subsistence and Quar- 
termaster’s Departments, let the number and 
rank ot each Department be fixed by law, let 
the reduction be made by natural causes, such 
as deaths, resignations, etc., instead of by mus- 
ter out of service; make no appointments in 
either until the total number in each is so re- 
duced, but as soon as the officers in one or all 
of the higher grades are brought within the 
lawful limit; then let usual promotion go on 
for that grade (which is the soidier’s stimulus 
for honorable and distinguished service) as 
usual, but do not utterly destroy the present 
system of staff organization for army supplies, 
which it is said cannot be excelled in efficiency, 
capacity, and evergy by any staff on 
in foreign countries. 

A system that has so successfully performed 
such uliar labore without causing the delay 
or failure of a single campaign cannot be pro- 
nounced a failure, while that which it is de- 
signed to revive in its stead did not stand the 
test of the war in 1812, was utterly unequal to 
the discharge of its duties, so much so as to re- 
quire a division of the Supply Department as it 
then existed into separate corps, viz., the Sub- 
sistence and Quartermaster’s Departments, as 
at present. The wisdom of such separation has 
been fully vindicated in the results so recently 
achieved, which stand without a parallel in the 
world’s history. 

Ask any of the distinguished officers of the 
late Confederate service about the efficiency of 
their Staff Departments,which was a consolidat- 
ed one, and the reply will be, A failure,” and 
that our splendid system of supply by the Staff 
Departments, as at present constituted, was 
their constant admiration. , 
The heads of the Departments to be consolli- 
dated consider the proposed system unwise, and 
are opposed to it. But it may be said of them 
(the Commissary-General and Quartermaster- 
General), those to be made supernumerary are 
interested, but, as the bill does not propose to 
make either supernumerary, but provides for 
each, their opinions are open to no stich impu- 
tation, and should, from their experience, bave 
great weight in determining the question. Sev- 
eral years since, before a committee of Con- 
ress, the present Quartermaster-General gave 
t as his deliberate judgment that the consoli- 
dation of the Staff Departments would be un- 
wise (at that time it was proposed to consolidate 
the Pay Department also), stating that his Bu- 
reau bad already as much as it could attend to, 
and subsequently be has reiterated those views, 
and said he wis the officers of his Depart- 
ment to understand that he was opposed to the 
proposed consolidation, and that his officers had 
enough to do with their present duties. 

This opinion is entertained by a large num- 
ber of oilicers in the army, and it is believed by 
many of our most experienced officers that the 
efficiency of the service would be greatiy pro- 
moted by relieving the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment of some of its present duties instead 
of increasing their duties by a consolidation 
with the Subsistence Department. 

Surely it is not wise to neglect such expe- 
riences as above, and throw away the results 
gathered during many years of laborious and 
successful service, and break down asystem 80 
adapted to the wants of our country, and which 
took so many years in buil up.

he could not present a $100 warrant and ask the 
Town Collector to change it for him. He mast 
make exact change. t has been suggested 
that, in order to facilitate the use of these war- 
rants for the payment of taxes, they be 
made out in sums as low as $5; 
that, for instance, where a policeman would 
now receive a $60 warrant he should receive twelve 
for $5 each. Owing te their being made of these 
small denominations, they would form a sort of 
city scrip. A policeman could far more easily 
negotiate a lot of $5 warrants than he could one 
for . Any one of the little merchants with 
whom he dealt might dislike to take a $60 warrant 
which he could not use, all he could do 
with it 1 to hold it until there was 
money in the Treasury for its payment. But he 
could take two orthree $5 warrants and put them 
away and keep them until the time came for him 
to pay his taxes, and then he could use them for 
that purpose. he persons whose taxes to the city 
di not exceed $20 or $30 could very 
easily buy them at a slight discount, — 
a mere shade of a discount, perhaps, — 
and put them away to be used when the inevitable 
time came for taxpayimg. This scheme would of 
course increase the amount of clerical labor in 
the Comptroller's office, but would, perhaps, 
facilitate the negotiation of the city's paper. 


ALLEGED SWINDLE. 
RUSSELL J. WATERS, 
an attorney who has an office at No. 88 Washing- 
ton street, and Sadie E. Harman, a woman who 
keeps a restaurant at No. 76% Adams street, were 
before Justice Ingersoll yesterday upon a com- 
plaint made by a young German named Gustav 
Emil Schulze. This complaint sets forth that 
Schulz had been defrauded and swindled by Waters 
and Harman by means of holding out to him the 
promise of a permanent position as cashier of Har- 
man’s restaurant, for which position he was to de- 
posit $200. Fall particulars of the alleged swindle 
and the manner of operating the same were pub- 
lished in Tun Tuaisuxk of Th y. 

Gustav Emil Schulze was first placed upon the 
stand. He made a statement which exactly cor - 
responded in all essential particulars with that 
which was published as aforesaid. He said that 
be had lived at No. 438 T'wenty-sixth street for a 
month past; came to Chicago Jan, 2; aboat Jan. 8 
or 10 saw advertisement in Daily News offering 
situation as cashier in a restaurant, the applicant 
to be able to deposit §200 cash. He answered the 
aivertisement, and soon thereafter received a let 
ter from Russell J. Waters. This letter asked him 
to call at No. 88 Washington street. He did so 
and saw defendant, who raid that he knew ofa 
lady who wanted a cashier in her restaurant at No. 
76% Adams street. For the deposit required good 
security would be given. He could tee his choice 
between a chattel mo upon the farniture of 
the restaurant, or he couid have a bond of the 
Federal Insurance Company of Washington, D. 
C. With Mr. Waters the witness went around 
No. 76% Adams street. There he saw a woman, 
tne other defendant, talking with a man whom he 
afterwards learned had been the cashier of the es- 
tablishment. Witness talked with all present, and 
was informed by this former cashier that he had 
received $5 a week for his services. The reason 
he was guing to leave was that he could do better. 
He was going to work on a railroad, or soliciting 
trade, or something of the kind. Witness was 
shown the book of the restaurant (they kept but 
one book) by this cashier, whose name 
he learned was also armon. After 
general conversation he was questioned as to his 
desire to accept the position. He said that he 
wanted $40 a month for his services. To this Miss 
Harman did not agree, but closed a bargain with 
him at $5 a week and board for the first week, and 
$6 a week and board thereafter. He told Miss 
Harman and Mr, Waters that he could deposit $150 
in cash, and would give a draft on a sank fn Port- 
age, Wis., where he had money for the other $50. 
This was accepted, and Waters immediately drew 
up a ninety-day note for $200, and Miss Harman 
signed it. Waters also drew up a draft for 

: on the Po and witness 
signed it. Witness did not know from whence 
Waters brought the draft to light, but he seemed 
to have it handy. Waters aud Harman then 
showed him the insurance bond which was to 

his security. Witness here vroduced the 
**bond,”’ which was a certificate of five shares of 
stock at $100 each in the Federal Insurance Com- 
pany of Washington. Both of the defendants told 

im that the bond“ was above par, and amply 
valuable to secure his money. Then witness and 
Waters went back to the latter's office, got wit- 
ness’ friend who had waitedfor him there, and 
the three went down to No. 495 Twenty-fifth 
street, where witness lived at the time. 
Witness went to his trunk and got the 
cash, which he counted out to Waters. 
Waters turned over the dond, remarking that 
the Federal was doing a good business, that its 
stock was above par. Schuaize wanted to know 
when he could go to work. and de was told to 
commence’ immediately. He chose, however, to 
wait until the following Monday. n he went 
to work. He worked one week. Before the week 
was out a lot of cigars were missing from the 
boxes. Witness asked Mies Harman where they 
had gone. She did not know, but afterwards said 
that she had taken them out to test the honesty of 
witness. One day she said that sne was going to 
keep a sideboard and sell liquor. She thought 
there was money init. But to start this sideboard 
would require some capital, and she wanted a 
partner. tness as how much capital was 
necessary, andshe said about $200 more. She 
asked him if he did not want to be a partner, and 
he replied that he did not. She then said that she 
would bave to advertise for a partner, and witness 
was given to understand that after she got a 
partner his, witness’, services would be wanted 
no jonger—three would be too many about the 
place. Understanding taat he was not wanted, he 

ad left Saturday night. He did not then get hie 
week's salary of $5. He asked for it twice there- 
after but did not get it. He also asked for the money 
which he had advanced, and he was told to go to 
Waters. The next time he went to ask for hia 
money he found the old cashier back again. He 
again saw Miss Harman and asked for the money, 
telling her that the bond was no good. She 
bade him go to Waters. 

Upon the cross-examination, witness said that 
the $50 draft which be had given had not been paid 
because no certificate of deposit accompanied the 
draft to Portage. He had not known that such ac- 
companiment was necessary. He had remarked 
that Miss Harman’s lawyer ought to be sharp 
enough to know that it would not be paid without 
the certificate. °’ 

THE DEFENSE. 

The first witness for the defense was Gen. O. L. 
Mann. He had known Waters for many years, and 
had always found him an upright man. His repu- 
tation for honesty and veracity was good in the 
neighborhood in which he lived. 

Robert Builin, a jewelry pawn-brokerat No. 186 
Clark street, gave similar testimony, and another 
witness, who rates on ineurance paper, swore 
that the Federal Insurance Company had an actual 
existenceat Washington. It had no local agencies 
here, and took no risks outside of Washington. 
As to the value of its stock, he could not say ex- 
cept by general repute, and therefore knew not 
the actual value. 

Mr. Cook, also an insurance man, had been one 
of the organizers of the Federal. it was now in 
existence, and its stock was worth something. 
How much be could not say, though he had seen 
35 per cent offered therefor. Mr. Cook had once 
been the Secretary of the Feaeral, and his signa- 
ture was attached to ‘he certificate in question. 
The shares in question were genuine. 

A number of other gentlemen testified to Waters’ 
excellence as 4 citizen, and his good character. 
etc. They knew that the Federal was in existence, 
bat knew not how much its stock was worth. One 
witness named Lusk said that the Federal was a 
wild-cat company of bad reputation. Its stock 
was low in the market, and losses sustained here 
had not been paid up. 

The manager of the mercantile agency of Fouse, 
Herschberger & Co. testified to Waters’ good repu- 
tation and the fact that he had once had an office 
in the same room with the agency. On several 
occasions Waters had managed some local suits for 


the agency. 
RUSSELL J. WATERS 
was sworn, and said that he was a lawyer, etc. In 
his dealings with Miss Harman he had acted merely 
as her attorney. He received the answers to 
the advertisement aforesaia upon Miss Harman's 
request.

A passer- 
by attempted to raise him, and made some remark 
about the inhumanities of man towards 
man, whereupon, Alexander, 
said, came forward and smashed 
young manin the face and kicked Tierney out 
on to the sidewalk. Some time afterwards, per- 
ceiving that he was hurt, they took aim in, and 
gave him a mattress in the basement. Yesterday 
morning, Tierney not having returned to con- 
sciousness, they became alarmed at his condition, 
and sent for Dr. C. J. Adams. He was treated for 
sicoholiem., bat he complained all day of the 
bruises on his back, and grew worse perceptibly 
until hie death. Tue boys state that the soles of 
the poor fellow's feet were beaten to a blister, and 
that his bead was badly cut, and his body bruised, 
and that his pulse nearly ucased beating while he 
was yet lying on the sidewalk. 

Tierney was the father of the notorious Sal 
Tierney,” who so badly cut up Billie Fisx a few 

ears ago, and who is at present sojourning im the 

ouse of Correction. rs. Tierney is living at 
No. 13 North Union street. The father was all 
broken up by his daughter turning out, and has for 
years been ampnveterate arunkard of the worst de- 
scription, seldom drawing a sober breath.

As I should probaoly have to wait a long time for 
an answer to thie question, I will proceed to state 
what seems to me the only rational view. 
Emetics are of no value except in reliev- 
ing spasmodic action, or in assisting 
to remove loovened secretions by vomiting. They 
should, therefore, not be used indiscriminately. 
but only to fulfiil these indications,—or, in other 
woras, to favor the due aeration of the blood, upon 
which vital action depends. While we are endeay- 
oring to operate upon the disease iteelf. For this 
28 emeties are not needed at the beginning, 

ut are aptto be indicated further on, except in 
those rare cases where the patient is properly 
treated from the start. While not wishing to nnd 
fault with thore whose pian is to wot paroxysms 
culminate before proceeding to heve with an 
emetic, 1 «till think the better pian is to keep the 
patient moderately under the inilaence of anti- 
spasmodics, and thus avoid the temporary shock 
and prostration consequent uponan overdose— 
i. e., an emetic dose. it was in harmony with 
this view that my directions were given. 

Kemark 2. If the false membrane is forming 
when seen,” etc. This seems to indicate a 
tendency—which I also notice near the beginning 
and close of the article—-to confuand croup wn 
diphthena. The membrane proper, in croup sel- 
dom, and perhaps never, forms in the fauces. but 
commences in the laryux, and tending always 
downward, of course could not be seen, as it is 
impossible to use the laryngoscope. Other physical 
signs are easily misinterpreted. The croupai form 
of diphtheria is only the later stage of tae dis- 
ease, after it has invaded the larynx, but it 
is diphtheria still. 

Remark J. Now we come to the treatment of 
the real disease. I shall have to quote:: Thie 
(the mercurial treatment) may be followed up two 
or three days, and then the chlorate of potesh and 
mariate of ammoniamay be given; or, if croup is 
secondary, or powers are depressed, this treat- 
ment may be commenced immediately in place of 
the calomel. The idea seems to be that if the 
vital powers are suiliciently depressed, from other 
causes previously Operating, the calomel will not 
be necessary. This does not agree with modern 
ideas of the scientific treatment of disease. but 
carries us back a half century or . it reminds 
me of this sentence, taken from the offical report of 
the treatment of Gen. Washington in nis last il!- 
ness: Upon the arrival of the first consulting 
physician, it was agreed that, as there was no sign 
of accum@iation in the bronchial vessels of the 
lungs, they sbould try another bleeding.” On 
which the witty John Reid, an eminent Euglisu 
writer, remarked: ** Now this appears to be per- 
fectiy inexplhicavle. As there were at present no 
signs of accumulation in the lungs, they were driven 
to another bleeding. Hence it will be seen that 
thie last bleeding was to produce an accumulation 
in the nchial vesse s of the lungs. There was 
great difiiculty of breathing, —great inflammation; 
out, a+ there was as yet no accamulaiwn in the 
langs, they were determined to induce that aleo, 
ete. And ne adds: This 1s not an unfair inter- 
pretation of theic words, bat it could not have been 
their real meaning; their req} meaning it is im- 
possible to discover. As I cannot go to an ex- 
tended discussion of the effects produced by mer- 
cury, I Will oniy say,—if you give it, de sure you 
give the chlorate of potash ammonta quite freely 
—an eliminant and stimulant will not come amiss, 

Remark 4. This is the hydropathist’s way of re- 
lieving spasmodic action; it is eficient, but is open 
to one sertous objection, —the increased suscepti- 
bility to impressions from cold during the inter- 
vais. Consideriny the importance of airiness in 
the sick room, and the pecaliar restlessness of the 
little patient, it will be conceoed that the carrying 
out of this plan safely requires more sail and 
management than is often found in the sick-room. 
Beside it is incompatible with tae directions given 
in Remark 6, i. e., the local application of ice. 
This, to be successful, must be unremitung, so as 
to havea powerfully astringing effect upon the 
blood-veseels, as weil as a sedative effect upon the 
nerves. In feeble children tne effect upon the 
brain might be anpleasant. producing syncope or 
convulsions, and it must be remembered that to 
have to abandon tne treatment materiaily aggra- 
votes the inflammation.

Our 
modern appliance—the atomizer—for non-volatile 
solutions renders tne treatment far more simple. 

Lastly, it ig unscientific, in the treatment of any 
disease attended with spasm of the gloitis, to ig- 
nore the two principal remedies af the whole 
materia medica, whose specific eifects upon the 
Re are massed upou resoiratory rather 

han upon the gastric branches. These remedies 
are belladonea and lobelia; and one trial of their 
powers alongside of ipecac, tariar-emetic, or any- 
thing else ina heavy paroxysm of asthma, for ex- 
ample, will convince the most skeptical of their 
superior virtues. Delladonna,. in experienced 
hands, and given in doses proportioned to the se- 
verity of the paroxysm, is both safe and certain. 
It should not oe used by a novice, but lobelia may 
~ used safely, as an overdose is immediately vom- 
ted. 

If lime-water is to be depended on for dissolving 
the mandrane, it should be used quite hot.—the 
water shou.d be very hot, so that the spray will be 
quite hot, —otherwise it will do no good. The acid 
is used cold. The oii of stillingia internaliy, in 
small doses, has cured the worst of cases, | am 
told.

FOURTH TALK ABOUT SINGING. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cntcaso, Feb. 12.—-The high head tones which 
we are now going to consider are more easily formed 
and less readily tampered with than those of the 
other two registers; since, unless you get them at 
once quite correctly, you generally sing so wide of 
the mark that the difference is very perceptible 
even to your own unpracciced ears. Begin with 
G (tirat space above the staff), take a deep breath, 
open the mouth as instructed to do for the chest 
tunes, and then. keeping the abdomen well drawn 
in, hold your breath in the pit of your stomach, as 
it were. and direct your tone along the back of 
your throat up high into your head as vou can. 
Let it be a fine, slender, but ciear sound, which, if 
perfectly pure, wili remind you of a distant loco 
motive whistle. Do not despise the smallest tone 
you can possibly make in this way, it is the more 
apt to be pure; the mouth must always be weil 
opened for the high tones, let the jaw drop quickly, 
—not slowly,—and avoid drawing the mouth back 
at the corners, for that pinches the tone and gives 
it a twangy quality; and remember to make no ex- 
ertion with your throat. Then sing G sharp in the 
same Manner; these two are al! the hign tones it 
will be necessary for you to practice during six 
months; mezzo-sopranos and even contraltos may 
practice these without injury, if taken lightiv and 
4 the other higher tones may be just touched 

y high, light sopranosin a rapid running scale, 
but cannot be sustained any length of time even oy 
tnat sort of voice without injury to the delicacy 
and beauty of the tones. Tnere is a certain man 
uer of directing these head tones to the front of 
the mouth in a Kind of squall, which is sometimes 
allowed dy fairly good teachers, to robust 
Sopranos, Who wish, in dramatic music, to be 
heard above the noise of the. whole orchestra; but 
Lamperti, of Milan, does not permit any voice 
whatever to take head tones in this last mentioned 
way, and agree with him entirely. I hold that 
there is neither beauty nor just eifectin them: 
this manner of forming tones produces the result 
commonly and expressively calied ‘* squawking,” 
and | believe it is by some thought to be the only 
way jn which operatic music is ever sung; they 
termit singing opera. 

As the end and aim of all singing is to express 
our ideas in words toa succession ot certain musical 
sounds forming melodies, you should now vegin 
to practice the enunciation of words, and here the 
lips, teeth, and tongue ought to do the largest 
share of the labor. You are aware that in our 
composite Anglo-Saxon language we have many 
syllables Which are pronounced either very far 
back in the mouth or actually downinthe throat 
(compare the words brother“ and ' pretty, 
spoken loudly, and you will understand tue differ- 
ence);to bring these forward to the front, ona 
tone, and tarow them to the farthest end of the 
largest room must be your endeavor; in order to 
accomplish this successfuliy, every consonant 
should be greatly exaggerated; even fur parlor 
singing you will find that vou cannot enunciate too 
distinctly. How often we have reason to complain 
of concert singers in this respect, and I have heard 
some who, while possessing a true feeling for 
musical sentiment, yet managed to make their 
songs about as interesting as so many solfeqgqi. 
or vocal exercises; in fact I had rather hear a-sol- 
Jeqqvo than a song inoistinctiy uttered, for then I 
know there are to be no words, consequently do 
not fatigue my bram with trying to understand 
anything more of it than the music. i remember 
one case in particular of a very pretty woman, 
with pleasant manners and ignified stage- 
presence, whom I heard sing the sume piece two 
or tree times. After several strains, apparently 
allot different vowel combinations, I caught the 
word *‘eetaw'’; then began the conundrum, In 
what tongue was that? Now I know toleraaly well 
several languages and dialects, besides being fa- 
mihar with the sounds of many which I co not 
speak. but Ido not pretend to any knowledge 
whatever of Chinese or Choctaw; fnaliy, after 
much gue@eing and almost giving it up, I found 
that the word she had intended to say was re- 
turn. 

Begin on middie C, with the word a-men, in 
chesi-tones; sing the a—sounding it ah—to two 
slow beats; then place the lips firmly together for 
tne m, sound it rather explosively and open the 
mouth suddenly for the men,—sing thai also to 
two beats. —then close the jaws quickly and give 
the n at the end very distinctly. Sing this word to 
every degree ascending of one octave of the scale 
of C, then descend on the same notes to middie C 
again. Sing the word fa-therin die same way; 
eSpiode alittle on the f. and pronounce ud th 
very distinctly, by putting the tongue so far for- 
ward between the teeth thatthe tips of ic can be 
seen, and trillthe r atthe end violently. These 
directions may seem extravagant, but rest assured 
that Kis only by means of these exaggerations that 
you will succeed in making your words understood 
at all. Havein your mind some person at a dis- 
tance towhom you are singing the words, and 
whom you want to have hear them, without your 
shouting them. in italy everyting is toreten tu a 
toreigner, out a native who does not sing so as to 
be entirely understood is mimicked by the gods of 
the gallery and often hissed off the stage; for 
these celestial deities know every word of the 
horettos of the different operas by heart, and 
eometimes supply the words when the singer hes- 
itates or alters, whether from imght or irom not 
hearing the prompter. 

l have been exceedingly gratified with the result 
of my invitation to call on me to any persons who 
might wish me to try taeir voices, aud I have had 
the gratification of hearing some glurious voices; 
but as several ladies have written to me to the effect 
that domestic duties always prevented them from 
coming Oh Mondays, 1 will change the day to 
‘Thursday afternoon, from 1 to 6, when 1 shall be 
most happy to see, hear, and talk with any of you, 
socially as well as musically.

How 
hollow and hideous is the friendship of those men 
and women of society who fawn and cringe about 
the mansions of the rich, who ape and pay court 
to those they deem their superiors; they are friends 
while you are in good fortune, but when adversity 
comes they are gone. If you will place some honey 
on a plate and put it in your garden, the bees will 
come and feast upon it, but when they have taken 
it all they will depart and return no more, unless 
you put ont more honey. And so with these 
pseudo-frends; as long as you are able to heap 
favors upon them they are with you. True friend- 
ship is not vacillating, weak, ephemeral. It is 
the most excellent virtue of humanity, and implies 
a lifetime devotion to the objects of our affection 
and esteem. How many fathers are truly the 
friends of their children? How many mothers can 
say, I am my child's best friend?“ It is easy to 
say love, and friendship, and affection, but it is 
less eaey to realize their full meaning, and hard, 
very hard to practice those virtues they stand 
for. Let us examine this word friendship, and 
acquaint ourselves with its meaning. edster 
defines it thus:

None of these definitions, it seems to me, con- 
vey the true meaning; the idea of constancy or 
habitual good will and affectionate interest is not 
in them. There seems to be «4 sort of quid pro 
quo sentiment in the first. Friendship is not self- 
ish; it does not ask to be repaid for its kind offices. 
It does not say, you love me and I'll love you. 
Without being attached to me, one might bave a 
very favorable opinion of the qualities of my 
mind. A good friena might have a poor 
opinion of my intellectual qualities. An 1 
might give me friendly aid or assistance. I will 
not offer a definition of my own against the learned 
Mr. Webster, but I will present one by a writer of 
polite genius, which, in my opinion, comes nearer 
the true idea of friendship than any I have ever 
seen. I wili frequently quote this excellent writer, 
and I will omit his name, leaving the B)uestock- 
ings of The Home the task of finding out them- 
selves the author of such noble sentiments: 

Friendship is a sirong and haditual inciination in two 
persons, to promote the and happiness of one 
another. 

Here is described a friend that sticketh closer 
than a brother. Again I ask, {Where is the father or 
mother, and I may add the husband or wife. who 
comes fully up to this noble standard’ Your true 
iriend is endeavering to promote your good and 
happiness as long as be lives. It is his habit to 
live fer you as well as for himself, and he is ever 
conteluplating how be may extend your happiness, 
If he increases your joy he adds to his own. 

Love and esteem are the first princtples of friendship, 
which always is imperfect where either of these two is 
wanting. 

Many have an idea that this word is a much 
colder expression than love; they think if vou 
should arrange a scale for the affections, love 
would come first, esteem second, and friendship 
last. How erroneous is this notion. The happi- 
nees Of the marriage state, which is esteemed the 
holiest of all relations, depenas more upon the 
exercise of the noble virtue of friendship than 
upon love, which passion alone has in it the in- 
gredient of animal appetite. A certain poet speak- 
ing of eacn kind of love attributes the hignest 
praise to friendship. 

For natural affection soon doth cease, 

And quenched is witu cupid’s greater fame; 

But faithful friendsaip doth them both suppress, 

And then with mastering ciscipline uo b tame, 
Throuzh thoughts aspiring to eternal fame; 

For. @3 the soul doth rule the earthly mass, 

And 8)! the sevice of the frame, 

do love of soul doth love of body pasa 

No less than perfect gold surmounts the meanest brasa. 

Friendship immediately banishes envy under al! its 
disguises. A man who can once douvt whether he 
should rejoice in his friend’: being happier than him- 
self may depend upon it that he is an utter stranger 
to this virtue. 

We must have love and esteem for the object of 
our friendship; we must banish all envy. steem 
only attaches to these who possess valuable quali- 
ties of mind or excellent conduct. How many of 
us, then, are really entitled to the friendship of any- 
one? You wil hear Miss Flite say of Miss Much- 
money. **She is a great iriend of mine; and yet 
if you could hear the envious tongue of Miss 
Machmoney Wagging against Miss Flite,—if you 
could hear the stories, the scandals, the insinua- 
tious, that come from Miss Machmoney about Miss 
Flite.—you would not wonder that Sir Francis 
Bacon said there was no friendship in the world. 

There is something so great and noble in friend- 
ship that in the world of fiction the most famous 
characters are those who illustrate this virtue. 
Achilles bas his Patroclus, and Eueas his Achates. 
In real life there is no more touching and beautiful 
example than thatof Heloise and Abelard, whose 
friendship continued through ali sorts of misfor- 
tune, even until their eyes closed in death; their 
attachment, beginning with love, ended in that 
sublime friendship which fills two souls with a de- 
sire to dwell together immortally; separation 
chilled not their affection; widely apart, immured 
in convents, their héarts and souls were one to the 
last moment. 

The most difficult province in friendship is the letting 
a man see his faulis nd errors, which should, if pos- 
sible, be so contriyed that me may perceive our advice 
is given not so much to please ourselves as for his own 
adivantage. The reprvachbes therefore of a friend 
should always be strictly just and not too frequent.

A short time ago a 
man in Missouri committed suicide and left behind 
this statement: ‘If my wife had done different I 
would have been more than an average man.” 
Who knows what friendship might have done for 
this man? If he hau had the support and affection 
of a wife be might have achieved an honored name. 
It is a great thing to feel that there is one who is 
wholly devoted to you, who will stand dy you 
whatever comes, who will be with yon at the 
end, however arduous the race is. Every married 
man ought to be able to say: If Lam unaccept- 
able to all the world besice, there is one whom I 
entirely love, wao is my best frend, who will re- 
ceive me with joy and transport, and think aerseif 
obliged to doubie her kindness and caresses of me 
from the gioom with which she sees me overcast. 
I need not dissemble the sorrow of my heart to be 
agreeable there; that very sorrow quickens her 
aifection.

WHAT HE HAS TO. SAY ABOUT THE OUTRAGEOUS 
DECISION.

Wasniketon, D. C., Feb. 15.—There wes a 
good deal of excitement at the General Land 
Office to-day over the decision in the Valentine 
scrip cases. Dispatches bad been received from 
Obicago indicating the great dissatisfaction 
of the people at this decision, and Repre- 
sentative Aldrich and others in their visits 
to the Interior Department had not neglected 
to give expressions to their dissatisfaction, if 
pot to their indignation. Secretary Schurz at 
12 o’clock to-day stated that he had only heard 
of this decision this morning, and that by 
* rumor, and at that time he had no special know!- 
edge of the fact. Schurz said that it 
was not usual for him toknow of such decisions 
until after they were made, and he is informed 
of it by notification of an appeal. He had been 
informed that an appeal would be taken. Gen. 
Williamson self, Commissionerof the Land 
Office, had n0 reserve in expressing his views 
upon the decision, and prepared for Taz TRIB- 
UNE . 
THE SYNOPSIS OF THE DECISION 
im the different cases, which follows: 
Williamson said, in substance, that he expected 
that there would be some excitement in Chica- 
go, but did not think that there was any just 
reasons for it. He thought that the legal points 
of his decision were unassailable, and that the 
rights of Chicago and all other parties were the 
game as they were before the decision, and 
that it would be of advantage to all concerned 
to have a definite issue made and the questions 
brought into the courts, where they will ulti- 
mately have to be determined.

It is not claimed that the fee 
in this land was transferred from the United States 
by the Secretary of War or his t, Birchard. It 
is claimed that a dedication merely was made of 
the land to the public ase, and that this dedication 
is an appropriation of the land, and, it thus 
appropriated, Valentine could not legally locate 
his scrip upon it. It is not pretended that the 
United States has ever sold or transferred the land 
in question, or that the title has been affected ex- 
cept by the v in pursuance of the act of 
March 3, 1819. 


THE FIRST QUESTION TO BE CONSIDERED 

is: Has this land been affected in any manner by 
the acts of Birchard, who was the Solicitor of the 
General Land-Office and the agent of the Secretary 
of War? If it has. there will arise the question as 
to what is the status of the lana. Does it still con- 
stitute a part of the military reservation’ If the 
land was not legally affected by Birchard’s acts, 
and if the land did not bave a reserved character at 
the date of the Jocation, what objection can be 
raised against the location? It cannot be denied 
that if the land is public land, and not appropri- 
ated, that this scrip is applicable to it. If birchard 
made a valid dedication of the land in question, 
and that remained up to the date of location, the 
scrip will not apply to it. 

In order to ascertain the purport and effect of 
the acts of the Secretary of War, through his 
agent, ft will de necessary to inquire into the 
source of his power. It isa well-understood and 
— ep rineiple of law that the acts of the 
Executiv ofhcers of the’ Government must find 
their sanction in positive enactments of Congress. 
Any acts done by any officer of the Government be- 
yond the scope of power conferred by law are void. 
Assuming that the Secretary of War, through his 
agent, attempted to dedicate, or place a burden or 
easement on this land, there remains the question, 
Did he have any power or lawfa!l authority to do

After citing various authorities, and especially 
the case of the Fort Armstrong Reservation, the 
opinion continues: 

If the Government has been diverted of any por- 
tion of its title to these lands, it is by virtue of 
what is termed a *‘ dedication” made by the See- 
War. 

The State of Illinois, by an act of its Legislature 
in 1869, attempted to give authority to the City of 
Chicago, under certain Conditions, to release an 
assumed interest in the land in question and other 
lands to the Lilinois Central and other railroads, it 
intention of such com- 
ies to erect a depot upon the same. 
Whe United States deine the owner of 
of the land in fee would have the undoubted right 
to ask the aid of Court by injunction to prevent 
any injury to its property. This question was set- 
tled in the case of the United States ve, The City 
of Chicago (7 Howard. 185, ) wherein the Supreme 
Court held that in cases of that character the courts 
had jurisdiction to in by injunction against 
the interference of a municipal co on with 
the property offthe United States. is ground of 
jurisdiction, however, as it would appear from 
the authorities, was based upon the theory that 
the property interests of the U nited States are hke- 
ly to be disturbed or endangered. If it was held 
that this land had been dedicated to the public, 
either 48 a common law or statatory dedication, it 
is doubtful whether a court, on behalf of the United 
States, would take jurisdiction when the rights 
that were threatened with injury were the rights of 
the city as a corporation, or the pubijic of the 
United States as a sovereignty. And this seems 
to be the view expressed by the Supreme Court of 
the United States im the case of the United States 
ve. New Orleans (110 Peters, 662). The United 
States then owning the land in fee brought suit to 
enjoin the IIlinois Central Railroad Company from 
entering upon the same, and, on motion, 8 tempor- 
ary injunction was ordered. It does not appear 
whether or not the case ed to a fina) hear- 
ing, but it is manifest that the question of the 
power to make this dedication was not discussed 
or considered by the Court, and the case cannot 
have that binding force and effect which it would 
be entitled to if the qbestion to be decided had 
been passed upon prin | by the Court. The 
Court at the outset remarked that the questions in- 
volved required a more extended investigation and 
furtherargument. 

Upon an assumed state of facts alleged, the 
Court expressed an opinion, but does not inquire 
whether these facts are supported by law, or what 
constitutes the consent of the Government toa ded- 
ication. No doubt a dedication may be made b 
consént of the Government, expressed throug 
the laws, but in no other way. The opinion, then, 
is of ho Frea er significance that a mere obiter 
dictum on this question, and does not, in any man- 
ner, conflict with the opinion of Mr. Justice Mc- 
Lean or Attorney-General Butler. 

The most liberal construction that could be put 
upon this act 
WOULD NOT WARRANT THE SECRETARY OF WAR 
to do anything with the lands except to sell them, 
and in so doing to do acts that were necessarily im- 
plied from the power to subdivide into lots with 
streets, because, if it be subdivided, there must of 
necessity be streets and alleys, or, at least, 
streets. But there need not be pubjic squares. 
Tue lots having been laid off fronting upon streets 
and sold, the agent exercised another and distigct 
power, viz., to set et large tract for pubfic 
ground. If it be said this power must be implied 
from the power to subdivide, then it would be an 
implication resting upon an implication. and, un- 
less there were a necessity for such a square in the 
nature of the proceeding, the most liberal con- 
struction could not support any such act. 

Congress did not intend by this act that the Sec- 
retary of War should be ves with power to dis- 
pose of tae lands, except in fee for money paia. 

The subdivision of the land into lots aud blocks 
fronting upon streets, which are necessities in the 
nature of things, is one thing, but the laying off 
of — 1 — and squares is anotber and an en- 
tirely different thing, and the power wo do one 
may exist and not the power to do the other, as 
they are essentially different acts. 

The laying off of public squares is a disposal 
— in its nature, —a donation or gratuity which 

xes or may fix the character of the land forever, 
and is as effectual when supported by law to trans- 
fer the lands of the United States as a grant or 
sale, and it must find its support in positive law, 
and not by implication, and least of all an impli- 
cation which is not supported by the plain intent 
of the act. 

It is clear, therefore, that no valid dedication 
was made of the land in question by the Secretary 
of War. 

THERE REMAINS ANOTHER QUESTION 
for consideration and examination, viz.: the 
status Or character of the land at the date of the 
location of the scrip. Lands may belong to the 
United States in fee, and yet — be severed from 
the mass of the public lands, and not be subject to 
the operation of the General Land laws. The dec- 
laration of the Secretary of War that the land was 
no longer necessary for military purposes, and the 
acts in pursuance of the supposed authority under 
the act of 1819, the sale, and the filing of a map 
are acts which show Conclusively that the Secretary 
of War consideréd the military reservation had 
ceased to exist, except in so far as the map of the 
Fort Dearborn Addition, and the report of the 
agent of the Secretary of War, show it to be other- 


se. 

It is not claimed that the War Department has 
exercised any control or has attempted to exercise 
| any control on the land in question since 1840. It 
is not claimed by the city that the land is still a 
military reserve, yet the question has been dis- 
cussed on the arguments presented, and is an ele- 
ment in the case that is necessary to be decided. 
It is clear from the opinion of Judge McLean that 
the military reservation ceased as to this land. 
upon the same being abandoned inthe manner, 
and under the circumstances, above set forth. 

It is not necessary to further giscuss the ques- 
tions involved in this case in order to arrive at a 
decision. If it were astumed tnat the abandon- 
ment of the land by the Military Department of the 
Government did not place it in any different reja- 
tion to the public domain than it sustained, while 
actually seserved ag a military site, the act of 1808 
changed hat relation.

OTHER OPINIONS. 
DON’T LIKE IT. 

„% What do you think of this decision of the 
Land Commissioner in the Valeutine scrip mat- 
ter?” said a reporter for Tug TRIRUNE yester- 
day to a lawyer who is thoroughiy posted in 
the case. 

„Think of it? Why, it’s simply scandalous, 
outrageous. This land was set apart by the 
authorities of the United States nearly forty 
years ago for the public. use, and during that 
whole period of time 1t has been actually used 
for the purposes for which it was then dedicated. 
But I have no idea that the Secretary of the 
Interior will sustain any such preposterous rulj 
ing. The Land Commissioner, as I understand 


it, decides that the Secretary of War had no 
authority to dedicate this land to public use. 
What the Secretary of War did do 
has been acquiesced in by all 
the Departments of the Government for forty 
years. The disposition has been recognized as 
valid by all the Departments of the Govern- 
ment, including the courts, repeatedly. There 
is a late decision bearing directiy on this case. 
It is that in the case cf the United States vs. 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company, re- 
ported in 1 Hughes, page 138, and decided in 
1875 by the United States Circuit Court for the 
District of West Virginia. A bill was filed by 
the United States to cancel an agreement in 
writing entered into in 1833 between the Secre- 
tarv of War and the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
Company, by watch agreement permission was 
obtained to occupy a portion of the ground 
belonging to the Government at Harper’s 
Ferry for railroad purposes. It was 
claimed by the railroad company that, 
undeg this agreement, it bad an easement in 
the property so long as they used it for railroad 
purposes. The Court decided that, under the 
act of March 3, 1319, authorizing the Secretary 
of War to sell such military sites belonging to 
the United States as may have become useless 
for military purposes, and the act of April 28, 
1828, authorizing the President to sell various 
arsenals, dock-vards, lighthouses, or any prop- 
erty held by the United States for like pur- 
noses, the Secretary of War had authority to 
execute the agreement he made with the rail- 
road company. The opinion of the Court is 
quite elaborate, und, ing recent, it is ex- 
pressly in point upon a question waich has been 
erroneously decided by Land-Commissſoner 
Williamsoo. He is sustained by no decision, 
so far as I know, that bas ever 
been made by any Court. The simple question 
in this case 1s, waether this und was unoc- 
cupied and unappropriated lend belonging to 
the United States at the time this scrip was lo- 
cated upon it. No portion of the land was in 
this conaition. Dearborn Park and the land in 
front of it, as far east as the right of way of the 
Illinois Central Railroad Company, was appro- 
priated to public use by the Guvernment forty 
years ago. The land occupied by the railroad 
company was in 1853, when the Companv took 

ssession of it, under water. The title was in 
the State. It pever belongedto the Federal 
Government, and that Government has no 
rigbt of disposition over it. it never was a 
part of the public domainof the United States.” 

„In what shape can this matter come up in 
the courts—the railroad company, of course, 
not acquiescing in this decision /”’ 

“Ifthe scrip men should undertake to dis- 
ny’s possession, it could com- 
mence proc Es in a State Court, which might 
be removed to the United States Court. But 
the scrip people would probably begin pro- 
ceedings against the Company to get posses- 
sion, and such proceedings would probably be 
commenced in the United States Court. If the

y would have to commence proceedings to 
ge that suit could be 
brought either in a State or Feder- 
al Court, and if the claimants

Inguiry during the day among the railroad 
people resulted in the reporter’s learning that 
the Company had instructed its attorney in 
Washington to take an a Ifrom the Land 
Commissioner’s decision. When the case comes 
up for argument beforethe Secretary of the 
Interior, Judge Trumbull will probably go on 
to Washington to argue it in behalf of the rail- 
road company. Should the Secretary affirm the 
decision—which nobody seems to think he will 
do—the railroad people will wait for 
the landsharks to come and take pos- 
session, which attempt will, of course, 
be resisted. Then the scrip people will proba- 
bly begin suit in one of the State Courts or in 
the United States Court, and if anybody sup- 
poses there will not be a pretty fight when it 
comes up he is simply mistaken. 

Jud Trumbull is said to have expressed 
considerable surprise, not t> say disgust, at 
hearing of the decision, and to have stated that 
the particular question on which the Land Com- 
missioner seems to bave founded his opinion 
was not argued by the parties at all, nobody 
supposing it would arise. 

ASSHSSOR GRAY, 
of the South Town, was interviewed with rela- 
tion to the value of the land at issue. 

Mr. Gray stated that the value of the Dear- 
born Park property, according to the valuation of 
other property south of it, would be fixed at 
about $250 per foot at present prices, though it 
had been worth much more. 

‘* What is the area of the Park!“ asked the 
reporter. 

It is 498 feet front, on Michigan avenue, by 
160 feet deep. It has an alley running along 
the back of it, replied Mr. Gray. 

„What do vou consider the property east of 
Michigan avenue, belonging to the city, and in 
the neighborhood of Dearborn Park, worth?” 

“Well, I assessed that tract two or three 
years ago for $1,000,000, but everybody thought 
I was crazy; they thought it was too much.“ 

The railroad compauies had offered $800,000 
for the property claimed by Kean, he said. He 
seemed to think that the claims of Valentine 
and Kean would not amoubt to very much, and 
that it would cost them more than the full 
value of the property to get possession of it. 

MARK KIMBALL. 

While a reporter was busy yesterday after- 
noon in the Law Department at the City Hall 
reducing Land-Commissioner Williamsou’s de- 
cision to the condition of copy, Mark Kim- 
ball came along, drew out his pocketbook, and 
from that receptacle pulled out what was once a 
plat of the land lying in and about tbat portion 
of the Lake-Front now in question. The infiu- 
ence of time and frequent handling was appa- 
rent in the appearance of the paper, which was 
as ragged as the document Hip Van Winkle 
— out of his eame-bag after his long sleep. 

Iaving soread it out before the reporter, Mr. 
Kimball hunted up a memoranda in his diary, 
accompanying his research with the following 
running commentary: 

“When I was in Washington, about two 
years ago, I had occasion to go tothe Land- 
Office and hunt up the records. Now this is a 
rough copy ‘of the plat of the Lake-Front 
property at the time Dearborn Addition was 
certified and platted by the Government for 
sale. I+ made a memorandaat the time of 
what I found marked on the Goverrment map; 
and these are the exact words: Public ground, 
forever to remain vacant of buildings. Another 
memorandum of what I found says that the 
Government reserves as public ground all east 
of Block 12, south of Blocks 10 and 11, north of 
Block 15, and east of Block 15 to the centre of 
Madison street. Now, I would like te know 
how anything could be clearer than this, accord- 
ing to this showing: that no one party can go 
in and purchase that ground, and that the Gov- 
ernment cannot sell it. The pros yreress 
there have acquired sucha in it that the 
Government can neither sell it nor can anybody 


enter it again as scrip.’

It has been considered the proper thing for 
military men of European armies, particularly 
those of the Continent, to sneer at our late 
War; to laugh at our organizations, our grand 
tactics, our arms,—in fact, every method and 
maneuvre, This fashion became quite the rage 
just before the Franco-Prussian war, as also 
this of Turkey and Russia. At the least men- 
tion in our Army and Navy Journal of any 
newly-developed principle in the military art by 
Americans during the late War, a polite how! of 
derision rose like the wail of a wake from the 
soldier savauts beyond the pond. Old Von 
Moltke, when asked for an opinion 
of Sherman’s march to the sea, 
declared “it nothing more than the 
prancing of an armed mob.“ It is to be sup- 
posed that if he were told that bis own bold ad- 
vance inté France was nothing more than a 
bald plagiarism from Sherma logistics, his 
old hair would bristle until it turned up. This 
great military genius, one of the greatest of 
this or any other age, gobbled without credit 
the breach-ioading system, the demonstration 
of supplying armies at great distance from 
bases by railroads, the new uses of skirmishers, 
rapid and extended fauk movements in grand 
tactics and maneuvres, and the knowiedge 
that the day for cavairy, as cavalry, 
had passed away, to be buried with the armor 
and two-hand sword of the cavalier. The Rus- 
sian Generals followed suit, excepting Todieben, 
who hesitated about our system of rifle pits, 
fieid-fortifications, or rather the ending each 
dav's march with an intrenchment. Some Rou- 
manian officer with horse-sense, combined with 
historical reading, taught the Russians a lesson 
beiore Plevna, and with this they have gob- 
bied all we demonstrated in the new art of 
war. It is a well-known fact among scien- 
tifie gunners of Europe, that, without the 
smoke ring.“ an American invention, breech- 
loading cannons cannot be constructed with 
— degree of perfection. Krupp’s celebrated 
field-piece would be of little value without this 
American invention; it is the mainspring of the 
watch. There is one notable exception to be 
made in favor of Gen. Shobaloff. He has pub- 
licly acknowledged the useful lessons learned 
by the study of our late War; notably on the oc- 
casion of the only successful assault by the 
Russians against the redoubts around Plevna. 
By the use of successive clouds of skirmishers 
he gained a point which, had he been properly 
supported, might have hastened the denouement 
which took so many weeks to reach. He un- 
doubtediv had not only givea his attention to 
militarv reports, but had also been a student of 
Field-Marshal Halstead. 


The days are supposed to be past when the 
young gentlemen of London were wont to 
amuse themselves by spreeing about town, 
knocking ‘down policemen, and terminating 
their aristocratic sport with a night’s lodging in 
the station-house. The sprigs of nobility are’ 
now generally content to get drunk within the 
sheltering walls of their clubs, whence at the 
maudiin stage they are put into a cab by the 
obliging club-porter and quietly driven home, 
thus avoiding publicity. Yet now and then the 
exuberant spirits of young England will break 
over the bounds of propriety, as was shown ina 
recent instance. The Grecian Theatre, a place 
of “entertainment at the East End, so called. 
probably, because the pieces there produeed are 
anything but classic, was one evening graced 
by the presence of several wealthy young men, 
who occupied the box on a leyel with and ad- 
joining thd stage. During the ballet one of the 
occupants of the box amused himself by fishing 
for the ankles of the  baliet-giris with 
the crook of his cane, much to his own delight 
and the annoyance of the people on the stage 
andin the auditorium. After causing one of 
the girls to retire in tears from the footlights, 
he proceeded to abuse in audible tones one of 
the actors, who thereupon crossed over the 
stage and slapped the young geutleman's face. 
The latter immediately jumped upon the stage 
and treated the audience to a fight which was 
not upon the prugramme. A policeman was 
soon called in, and arrested the disturber of the 

ace. This attempt to reproduce the good old 

abits of his ancestors was not appreciated by 
the Bow street Justice, who fined the young 
gentleman $10 the next day. 


The Camerlengo, that is to say, the Chamber- 
lain of the Vatican, has found in the Pope’s 
desk $420,000, which, of course, was only a 
little loose change which the Pontiff happened 
to have about him at the time of his decease. 
The bulk of his property, amounting to $24,- 
000,000, is on deposit with the Rothschilds. 
This money, it should be added, constitutes the 
Papal Government funds, and descends entire 
to the Church. It represents the accumulations 
of the Peter's Pence,” contributions which 
amount to nearly $15,000,000 yearly, a large 
portion, of course, being used to defray the ex- 
penses of the Holy See. The Italian Govern- 
ment each year presents to the Pope $645,000 
for his civil list, a single note for that sum being 
specially engraved. This sum His Holiness has 
always declined to receive, but it would doubt- 
less astonish the Government considerably it a 
Jess scrupulous successor were not only to 
accept the next note, but to claim the nine 

ears’ ancorages of pay. To pay out nearly 

,000,000 at this time would undoubtedly 
seriously discommode King Humbert’s finan- 
cier. 


A pleasant and easy method of raising reve- 
nues is that pursued by the Turkish Govern- 
ment. Some weeks ago, finding that the 
caimeh or Government paper money was rapidly 
depreciating, the Porte concluded to kill a 
brace of birds with a single stone by raiding the 
brokers, thus intimidating tbem from further 
speculation, and at the same time making a 
little money for the Treasury. Accordingly the 
police descended upon all the Jew money-deal- 
ers, seizing them right and left indiscriminat¢ly, 
and throwing them into prison on a charge of 
conspiracy., After being kept in duress a fort- 
night, they were dismissed upon the payment 
of heavy fines. The science of backsheécsh has 
evidently reached a high degree of cultivation 
in Turkey.

SOFT COAL. 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 


Curcaao, Feb. 14 Vour correspondent “ Tax- 


paver,” in yesterday’s Tunern, calls attention 
to the tests made with smoke-burners about a 
year ago in the North-Side Pumpine-Works, and 
very pertinently asks who is to blame that ex- 
pensive hard coal is now used? It you will al- 
low mi. brief space in your paper I wili en- 
dea vort throw some light upon this question. 
In September, 1876, the City Council passed an 
ordinance weviding for the testing of two or 
three smoke-Durners in the North-Side Pamping- 
Works (with K view to the use of soft coal in 
piace of hard cod, and directed the Board of 
Public Works to s‘eke a contract with the one 
showing the best walt in saving of fuel with 
freedom from offense smoke. 

Tests were made wii) the most satisfactory 
results, and yet with thts facts before nim the 
Mayor in his report to the. City Council made 
the following remarkable Statement: “ A care- 
ful examination of the statt ments will show 
that no important advantage Would be gained 
to the city by the use of patents over devices 
much less experfsive to introduct,’”’ In other. 
words, the Mayor considers that the city would 
gain no advantage by the tse of a 
simple apparatus easily and cheaply con- 
structed which would, first, produce upwards of 
8 per cent more steam from soft coal, pound for 
poand, than could be produced from an equal 
weight of anthracite coal; second, burn soft 
coal with as perfect freedom from smoke as an- 
thra ite coal; third, produce no greater injury 
to the boilers than anthracite coal; fourth, save 
to the heavily-taxed citizens the difference be- 
tween the cost of soft and hard coal with 8 per 
cent added to it. 

I affirm that upon these facts there is not one 
careful business man in this city whose. opinion 
would agree with his Honor the Mayor’s.
